Cnſtos omnum virtutum verecundia eft Shame- 
faſtneſſe is the preſeruer and keeper of all virtues © And 
Valerius Maximus ſapth: Uerecundia parens eſt omnis ho- 
neſts confilu, Shamefaſtneſſe is the mother of all honeſt 
counſelles , But where ſhamefaſtneſſe remaineth not, 
there entreth p2ide, whozedome, vntemperannce, and the 
ſincke e2 puddle of all peſtiferous vices : ſo that beholding 
an bnlhamefaſt woman, wee may tuſtlie imagine, we ſer 
a naked ſtrumpette, openly ſbewing her cloſe and hidden 
ſecretes.

Here was within the famous Cittie of Conſtan- 
Þ tinople, a Captaine ouer a cerfaine bande of Ue- 
netians, who, if de could as well, by wiſdome haue 
dis wines inflrmitie , as he could by policie con⸗ 
ducand rule his armie , his had bene obſcured, 


with blotte of oblinion, and his example dzowned 


in the ſuddes of ence. | 
But there is no arte can chaunge the ſpottes of the Leo- 
parde , no labour wathe off the colour of the Morian, noz 
ſoꝛce ofthe hammer bzeake the Adamant, no2 no Art no2 
b eren 
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loſe the raines to pꝛide and pleaſure, ſhaking of the grace 
of G D from of her carelcNe ſhoulders : If the feare of 
her creatoꝛ, can not redace her from ſinne, no2 the wozlbs 
repo2te conuert her to ſhame : it is neither wiſdeme noꝛ 
pollicie, perſwaſfon no2 counſcll, fozce noꝛ foztitude , can 
alter the cour ſe of her coꝛrupted nature. 

But returning to the diſcourſe of the Aenetians wife,

no ſmall labour, they pzocured foz her a bath, to waſhe 
O monſtrous P2zide , O vnlatiable Nafare , © 
exccrable furie , that not contented with Naturcs

But as the Pyꝛzre, though it be ſwirte in ſmell, 
pet is it bytter in faſke , 02 as the Water in Leontinis, 
though it quench thirſte, it pzeſentlie killeth , ſo her pꝛe⸗ 
ſent vſe of pleaſures, though a while they were ſweete, 
pet at laſt they were ſowze , when the anger of God was 


kindled againſt her pꝛide.

dyeth : if a man dꝛinke of a tertaine redde water in Ethi- 
ope, he wareth madde+ and certainely, who ſo taſteth of 
this deteſtable vice of pzide , it leadeth them eyt ber pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlie (without grace) to cuerlaſting death, o bꝛingeth 
them in ſhoꝛt time to ſuch e of minde , that they 
vtterlie fozgette whereof they are made, from whence 
they came and wherevnto they ſhall, 

This impe of Venus, oz rather companion of Lucifer, 
was ſo rated in pzide , being Lerna malorum, The dung- 
hill of miſcheefes : that ſhe continually deniſed to ſatiC- 
fie her luſte, and dildained that which was common to 
naturcs kinde, acquainted her ſelſe with ſuch contemp⸗ 
tible qualities, that Chee lot hed to touch her meates with 
ber white and delicate fingers , and therfoge founde out a 
rare and ſtraunge inuention, to ſatiſ-ſythe appetite of her 
quaaſie ſtemacke, cauſing her Eunuches (being certayne 
gelded perſonnes)to miniſter vnto her in little mo;ſelles, 
her neceſſary vſe of her nedefull nouriſhmentes, which 
ſhe receiged not at their handes, which ſcoꝛned to touch 
them with her owne , but from off a golden fleſhe hoke, 
with her two fozeteeth, the daintily conueird the ſame in⸗ 
to her mouth. 

But as eache diſeaſe, it it be not taken in time,crepeth 
by continuance info euerp parte of the bodie , 02 as the 
water that bzeaketh out of his boundes, if it be not quick⸗ 
lie topped gathereth at length into a mightie flood : Do 
this maladie of her minde, being let at lihertie: ouet llo⸗ 
wed the bankes of reaſon , and dzowned her quite in the 
ſwaliowing gulfe of ſurqued2ie.

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ſemed, her Chamber was rather (ome terreſtriall Para- 
diſe, then a manſion fo2 ſuch a matelſſe myſtereſſe, rather 
a tabernacle fo2 ſome Oodelle then a lodging foz ſuch a 
lothſome carcaſe. | 

But the ſtroke the higher it is fetcht,is of greateſt fozce 
in falling : the wound, the longer it coꝛrupts, bꝛings grea⸗ 
teſt (marte in curing, and the iudgments of God, the lon-

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| Ber Chamber was filled with ſuch an intollerable 
ſtincke, that no man could abide the ſmell thercof in his 
noſtrilies: thus was ſhe hatefull to God, diſtainefull to 
men, and lothſcme vnto her ſelte, but that meſt might in⸗ 
creale her greefe,vtterlic fo:ſaken of all cem poanie her Eu- 
nuches which had fedde her daintilie, diſdayned to cheriſh 
per ſimplie, her Paides which had ſerucd her curicuſlie, 
refuſed to nouriſh her poꝛelie, ſcarcelie one Maiden ler⸗ 
vant, who by her flateric and faire perſwaſions, by pꝛo⸗ 
miſes and faire alurcmentes , intiſed with hope of game, 
and aſſiſted with werte perfumes miniſtred to her wank, 
and (applied to her neceſſitie, tyll the twiſted line of der 
myſerable life, waſted with the cozruption of weakenfſe 
knaped in ſunder, and the full time cf her fatall Glaſſe 
exppꝛed, ſhe yelded her ſelfe to the wonted courſe of na- 
ture, and finiſhcd the race of this her ruthfull pilgrimage. 
Quicklie was this languo2 digeſted of her freindes, the 
end of whoſe grefe increaſed their gladneſſe, her complet 
mone, pꝛocured their my2th , and her finiſhed ſoꝛrewe 
bꝛought vnto them ſwertenes of contentation, rather res 
topcing at her deliuerie, then ſozrowing at her departure, 
who in her lite time was a myꝛroꝛ of miſerie, and at her 
death a glaſſe of ignominue, in her pꝛoſperitie the pꝛape of 
pꝛide, and the ve we of vanitie: and therefoze iuſtlie in ads 
uerſitie,the play of Foꝛtune and the blotte of Inſamie. 
Beholde here deere Dames, the ende of pꝛides pꝛe⸗ 
ſamption, and in this myꝛroʒ conce iue ber laſt concluſion? 
learne by this example to auopde curioſitie , and crave of 
God with teares, ſoꝛ true humilitie, the which ſhall make 
you molt acceptable to God, molt lyke vnto Angelles, and 
beſt beloned of Tarthly Creatures.

deſire of rule, loue of proper praiſe, contempt, and diſo- 1 hare 
bedience: the wheeles whereof are boaſting of minde, and 
arrogancie , gloriouſneſſe in ſpeeche and leuitic : the dri- 

uer of this wagon is the ſpirite of pride: they which are 

borne heerein , are the louers of thrs worlde : the horſes are 
vnbridled, the wheeles eaſily turned, the Carter frow- 
ard, and they weake which are carried . Ucrie well there- 

foze was it ſaid in Eccleſiaſticus, that the oꝛiginal of al ſin 

is pꝛide, ſo hateful in the ſight of the Lo2d, hath it al waies 
been,that in all ages and all perſons it neuer wente vnpu⸗ 
niched: how p2oude was Nabuchodonozer , which in the 
middeſt of his Glozy cryed out: Is not this great Babilon, Dani. 4. 
which I haue built for the houſe of the kingdome, by the 
might of my power, and for the honour of my maieſtie. 
But þ ſame hower was he puniſhed, foz he was calt out of 
mens companie, 2 did cate graſſe like Dren , and his body 
was wet with the dewe of Heauen, tyll his hearres were 
growen as Cgles feathers,4 his nailes as bir des _— 


ſes (laitt be) that drawe the wagon of pride, ( videbeer 2b laue. 
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© howe many bath pꝛide beene the detruction of, which 
bane ſuffered themſelues to be carried alwaie thereby? pea 
and what miſcherfe is there, which bath not bene thzough 
p21de pzouoked :? hereby was Abſolon intiſed to expell 
bis Father fo2th of his king dome, by this Romulus lewe 
bis bother , that he alone might rule as Binge, thzough 
this Iulius Cæſar purſued Pompei vnto his death , with 
whome be had many battailes, and all thzough pꝛide and 
couetoulneſſe of rule. Df this, Marius the Komaine not 
confented that bee had fire times beene Conſull of Rome, 
would violently kepe the ſame the ſeauenth, wherby came 
a great laughter betwene Marius and Sylla, who with⸗ 
ſfod him therein: thzough this Alexander the great, mw- 
ued battaile, t vered all the Ozient with warres,thzough 
bis vniuſt pꝛide and ambitieus deſire. 

But to furne againe to examples in Scripture, becauſe 
bpon the trueth thereof wee builde our belefe : Lucifer, 
th:ough pꝛide was thꝛobon out of Beauen, Adam though 
p2ide was th2uſt out of Paradiſe, the tower of Babel was 
thereby ouerthzowne,Goliah the Philiſtian was thereby 
llaine, Aman was hanged, Nichanor kylled: And to re- 
ſemble the hiſtoꝛy whereof J intreate, Antiochus foz bys 
pꝛide was ſo plagued, that bis bowelles by C iuſt 
iudgements rotted, yea , and from thence iſſued wozmes 
in ſuch abundannce , that tbe ſmell of bis carcaſe was to 
tuerie man annopaunce. Herode aduantiug himſelfe in 
bis ropall eſtate, woulde foz his glozy be tſteemed a Cod, 
but the power of the Lo2ve ſupꝛeſſed his p2ide , that the 
ſtincking wozmes conſumed his cartaſe. Thus maye we 
ſe,how p2ide bath cauſed the wzathof the Lozd to be kind- 
led,ſo that in men,nay, in Angelles,it bath not ſcapte vn- 
puniſhed : and to queſtion againll the vaine pꝛide of ſcme 
women, what became of Eues pꝛeſumption, what of Icza- 
belles pzive . the one deſiring to be as God , was thereby 


to the deuill ſabiected , the other foz her nana 
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of flfhy Dogs devoured.D vanitie of banitie,D fond and 
fickle beautic,nay,© ſtincking fleſhly glozy. Inquire of an 
olde  W2zinckled creature, what is become of her wonted 
giftes of Nature by age defaced, by ſickneſſe chaunged,by 
ſozrowes & cares altered, and by times continuance was 
fed:why then art thou p;oude,earth 4 aſhes:where is He 
len of Greece? Polixena of Trey? Dido of ( urthage? Aroto- 
nica of Syria: Venus of Cypres/Cleopatra of Egipr? Lucrece 
of Rome? with Fauſtin 4 the reſt: Where is their beauty? 
Where is their pompe ? Where is their p;incly appa- 
rell: Their coſtly Chaincs? Their pzecious Juels? T heir 
ringes? Their bꝛacciettes: And the reſt of all their glo⸗ 
rie : Is it not in the earth: Js it not fozgotten? What re- 
mapyneth thereof to them? But as a cerfaine man had 
wiitten on his graue , /oc ſolum mihi ſapereſt Sepulchrum, 
Onely this Sepulchre remameth vnto me. Cuen ſo, of all 
pour pꝛide, of all your beautie, and of all the reſt of pour 
woꝛldlie pleaſures, wherein pou fire pour cheefe felititie: 
nothing bat earth remaineth to your delycate body, and 
foz your naked loule, the ritchcfle of Gods mercie : caſt a- 
way ther etoꝛe theſe fading ſhaddowes , and cleave to the 
ſubſtaunce of aſſured thinges : conſider with your ſelues, 
at whatſocuer you poſſeſſe,, 02 whatſocuer you bſe in 

lpfe, it is but a vapour that ſwiftly ſlidethj. and a falſe 
flame that quicklie fadeth,onely your god conſcience ſhal-

not ſe what is, by the right rule of reaſcn required. 
Wee ſe beaſtes , the mo2e they frede , fo be the faffer; 
Dags,the moze they are taught, to become redicr:Tras, 
the longer they grow, to ſhoot vp higher: Birdes, in tract 
of time, to inge ſwerter: Schollers, by continuance, to 
p:one learneder: and every thing by time, fo ware per- 
fecter, ſane parents: Mho, the longer they liue are found 
fonder , and the moze they learne by length of time, the 
foliſher. What harme cometh in theſe daies by wanton 
pampering ofparentes,the daily diſo2der of childzen,and 
they2 leon demeannoz euery where to be f&ne, can wit⸗ 
nes what hart it hath done in tmes paff, the auntient rc- 
toꝛdes of antiquyties make mention, ont of which ( be- 


8 are infinite) haue dzawn one: wherein may 


the to fa paſſionat loue,of tender —_ - 
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the reward thereof, by a lewde laciuicus Senne, what 
kruite pꝛoctedethj of cockering loue,and how God puniſh- 
eth ſuch fonvefantaſtike affection , cucn by that thinge 
wherein they are moſt delighted. 

In Grecia, in the Countie of T heſalie, lined ſometime 
a poung man, named — of wonderfull ſtrength. 
of comelie beautte , and of yp perſonage: ſarpaſſing 
in giftes of Natare, all others in his time: Jn feates of 
war, he was very expert: e in courage of minde,no lefſe 
valiant, Jn ſo much that the name of Leucippus was in 
euerpe mans mouth, and his taltant pꝛowes pzayſedof 
enery perſon, The Lycian: knew his fozce,4 the Neigh- 
bour Frontiret his valoure , whome he had often ganled 
with hotte aſſaultes,y4 dayly feared with freſh alarumes. 
And becanſe he came of the ſtock of Belterophen, he was 
tbe moe feared of bis enimies, and dꝛeaded of the neigh- 
bour countries. Bis Fathers name was Xanthius, who 
bad beene an bappy olde man in this his ſonne , bad he to 
theſe giftes of nature, adioined god education,and added 
þ ſpurs of virtue to his ſoꝛ ward inclination . But it bap- 
neth oftentimes, that the plant growethcrwked,3 is not 
dnderpzopped: the ground barraine that is not tillcd: the 
derbe withered, that is not watered: the boſe ſtubboꝛne, 
that is not ſometimes ſpurred : and the Childe obſtir ate 
and laſciuious. that is not eft ſones to reded. o Leucip- 
—— ſiniſhed his wars, and liuing now at pleafure 

eaſe in his Fatbers bouſe, having bis father at com- 

mandement,andhis mother at a beck, wanting notbing, 
but enioping all th which either his eye could like 
his harte thinke,02 his tongue demaund. 
* apparell, coſtlie and curious: his fare, dainfy and 
| itious: his purſe, full and ſuperfluovs : bauing his li⸗ 
bertie abꝛoad, and his luſt at home; he fel! to wanten dal⸗ 
liaunce: not with » fozthen thefa had not 
becn lo nol0zions: anne 
. a 
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alſo in teres, but rawe in virtues, of paſſing bruty, but 
of little conſtantie: whome, as nature had adozned with 
molt rare, and excellent oznamentes of bod: ſo wanted 
thee no coſte lie garmentes,noz riche ie welles, (the ticing 
baites fo luſt, and ſtreamers of a lewdminde) wherwith 
to delight a wanton eye, oꝛ els to alure a laciuious hart. 

As ber face was rounde and ruddie, ber eyes gray and 
glafy,ſparkling like two ſhining planetes, in atwincks 
ling kroſtie night: As her necke was white and amiable, 
ſtraight round 4 ſemlp, hearing tp her bead, like a white 
"Juozy pillar: As her bꝛeſtes were round t comlie, ſpꝛead 
W ſmall blew vaines in decent oꝛder, like two bowles of 
fine white Allablaſter: as her bodie was ſtraight, (mall, 
and daintie, ber midle lender and louely, ſuch as coulde 
not by Arte, be carued out of the ſineſt Parble : As ber 
bandes were white and liuelie, ber fingers long, lender, 
ſtraight, and ſightly, extading inclecreneſle the whit eſt 
Lillie. So did hee feede bis gazing eyes vpon her beutie, 
without any check to his affection ; imagining that ſhe 
paſſed Sthenobea, that loued Bellerophon : Ægina, that 
was fozced by Jupiter: Dz the ſnowe nim ph Gala- 
thea, that was moze floziſhing then the flo lor inge med⸗ 
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and the faudur of all others defoꝛmitie. 
But as the flpe delighteth himſelfe with the flame, till 
he be burned : the mouſe with the chaſe , till he be trap⸗ 
ped: the Fiſhe with the baite , tyll he is hoked : So the 
idlegazing louer, ſerdeth his fancie vpon a faire face, tyll 
he be foꝛced to trpe cut, Ut vide, vt perii, vt we abſtulit er- 
ror. F02 as the ſmoth Amber, dꝛaweth unto it the ſtraw 2 
the iet ſtone the nerdle: t he loadſtone the iron:the Boras 
the goulde. So doth beutie bewitch and attract the wans 
ding cye,moaing pleaſure at the firſt, but bꝛæding ſoꝛ· 
row at the laſt: like to the ſting ot Aſpis, that in the be- 
gining .pzonoketh a titling pleaſure , but after a while 
bꝛingeth a painefull death: oz as the one Pyrites, that 
be ing lightlie touched hurteth not, bat being bzoten oz 
bꝛuſed, burneth the fingers. 
Arſenius would not behold a woman, and being demaun⸗ 
ded whp, aunſwered: (ogntariones ſunt velut pittores, ant- 
mum perturbantes, ex commemoratione illorum que videntur. 
That the thoughtes of a man were like pameers , that are 
troubled in minde, through remembraunce of choſe things 
which are ſeene, 
It is witten ol one that would not touch his mother, 
and being aſked why,aunſ(wered: Caro malierrs ig nis eſt, A 
woans fleſh ij fier. But Leucippus would not caſt downe 
bis eyes w Alexander, nm turne away his eies with Oli- 
tomachus, noz moderate his eves with Bellerophon his 
auntitour: whom the beutie of Secnobea colo nat tempt, 
n92 der wanton frickes alure.ta violate the parity of dis 
chþaGe minve : ſu har ge but (hut his eyes with Pion, oz 
made a tous nant wich bis epes lie Iob: He bad not bang 
— — batoCance, 02 a poluted ra⸗ 
uiſhing Au nta That 
Jt is witten of Auguſtme that he woulde not dwell 
with his liter. and bemng demaunded the reaſon, ſayde : 
PRE atm 7" Yi" * 
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It is euil to fee a woman, worſc to talke with her. but worſt 
of all to touch her. Which degrees of temptation.ſigbte, 
ſpeech, md emb2acing, becauſe they are not war ily auop- 
ded of many, but carelefly frequented of all: while tbey 
merrily daunce dame Venus round, clapping luſtie Lais 
vppon the lippes with vuſpeakeable delight: bebolding 
Phrynes nakedbzeſtes, with the Judges of Boætia: Jt 
faileth out many times, that they , eyther become moze 
beggerlie then Irus , and moze pa2ze then Codrus : oz be- 
ing infected with Luc Venerea, they pꝛoue moze lepꝛous 
then Medems,o2 moze icabby then was Manilms Cornu- 
tus: and in the ende ſome lothiome Counter theyr lodge, 
oz ſome louſie ſpitt!e,theyr harbour. 

But to returne to „ whoe was nowe ſo in- 
chaunted with the ſight of his ſiſter; that by day he coulds 
not eate, by night be tooke no reſt, the impꝛeſſion of her 
feature was ſo pzinted in his thought, as abſent he ſaws

This ſweete-poyſon foz a time be ſeemed to digetł, but 
in the ende it wzought ſo Nrongly that it burſt out: Foz

Neither dane I my ſelfe fozgotten,what fozce remaineth 
in affection, wherevnto in youth J found my ſelfe incly- 
ned: Wherefoze, if fancy hath (nared the, o beautie be- 
witched ther, oz lone ſubdued ther, tell me what ſhe is. J 
will either by wozdes, by welth, oz by wile , pꝛocure 
ber to yeelde vnto the, were ſhe neuer ſo nere, oz dere: 
pea, though ſhe were thine own liſter, boꝛne as thou art 
of mine owne.podp; 
O faliſh Parentes: O fond mothers, of you it may be 
truly ſaid: Matres ones filius i peccato aduurrices,ct auxilio in Bea 
paterna imiuria ſolent eſſe. Mothers are wont in nauglitines, 
to be to their ſonnes : and an ayde vnto them, in 
diſpleaſing their fathers .

thee aunlwered, Interſiciat, modo imperer =» Let him kill 
me, ſo het be Emperour. Which thinge by Gods iudge⸗ 
ment, be afterward actempliſhed. Foz when ſha to 
harpely repzoned his dealinges, he not able to abide ber 
firſt ſought diuers meanes to poyſon ber, but when hes 
(awe ſher had pꝛeſeruatiues againſt it: be gotte her by a 
wile into a bote, madt in ſuch ſozte, as it might ſoone by 
the waues be bzoken. But ſ@ing tben ſt e had by ſwims 
ming eſcaped,as vopde of all counſct! he firſt defiled per, 
and afer commaunded ſhe ſhould be flaine. 
Leucippus at theſe wozdes of his mother, was ſud- 
dainly reniued,his courrage was k ind ict, his blond was 
inflamed, his cullaur amended, his ſtrength increaſed, 
and knowing aſſuredly, that his mother ſpake vnfained- 
lie that cher would graunt any thing, rather then ſ&@ tym 
periſh: be opened vnta ber the ſecretes oi his barte, and 
folds her, that the beautis of his Sifter , had made (ache 
entry into the-wales of his thoughtes;as except becnioy- 
ed her company , he was not able to indore tbe batterie: 
but that the pining thougdtes of conſuming loue, wonlve 
ſhoztlie fintſhe vp, the vntimely courſe of bis pouthfull, 
dayes : Nay, be tolde her, that vnleſſe ſhe would helps 
him in this action, be would with his owne handes dei⸗ 
peratly finiſh bis owne life. ct 44; 12

Ouidllib.s. hys ſiſter Biblis, after wardes with repentaunte, flews 
go an one was.

He bad no ſ@ner demaunded, but (he graunted: and 
bydding him be of god cheere , pꝛomiſed fozthwith to ac⸗ 
tompliſh the thing be defired : wherefoze , calling vnto 
ber the maiden,ſhe went about W (och fi!eby 
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uch was Caligula, that beaſtly inteſtuous montter, 5 tro. 
ſiſters: foz which incclt, he named cap. 24. 
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an olde bawdy Dipſas, to perſwade her daughter to thys 
ince ſtuous pꝛad ire. 

She as a young wanton Yeyfarre , trayned vp in no 
god 02 honeſt exerciſe : but taught, and inftruced, in all 
loſeueſſe aud vanity: hauing ber cares befoze open, to e- 
uery wantd woer,ber eyes gazing on euery poung mans 
feature, her handes ererciſed in aunſwering letters, and 
ber fat pzactiſed in dauncing with louers:jneved no long 
labouring to be perſwaded,noz any curious wozdes,to be 
entiſed ; And ſo much the (oner was ſhe wonne, becauſe 
le awe ber, whom nature, yeeres,ſhame, and grauitie, 
ſhoulde have mwued to honeſtie, to be the cherte motive 
g agent, in this filthy action. Wherfoze (mall perſwation 
ſerued: Che dꝛy wod quickely burneth: Dyle and Pitch 
lone flameth: @ofte ware eaſtlie melteth : Sulphurey 
Bꝛzimſtone, lightly kindleth: dꝛy Gunpowder eaſily ta- 
keth:And wanton ponth is ſone dzawn to luſt. Jn b:efe, 
the deteſfable mother, miſtris, and teacher of filthineſſe, 
lyke Calum Criſpillina, the beaſtly ſchwle miſtris of luxu- 
rius Necro,caufed them both to fleepe together: that they

At the beginning, a certaine feare , accompanied with 
fome ſhame, did affraye be yz mindes, in the mideſt of 
they2 pleaſures: foz conſcience, the witneſle of all, euen 
the molt ſecrete actions did accuſe them, anv nature, the 
1 of chaſtitie and cleanneſſe (in reaſonable Crea 
did checke them, foꝛ ſuch foule luſt, and diſtained 
But after ſome (mall continuance in their 
wickednelle , cuſtome bad ſo tangled them in inceff, 
and vſe (0 inured them in fylthinelle: that without all 
feare,epther of God oz man, and paſt all ſhame,cither of 
nature 03 ne : they dayly pꝛactiſed they2 abhominable 
imperium conſuetudinis. 


pleaſures. Ades, grauiſſimum e | 
Pet thereremapneo in them a fretting furye , _ 
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dayly toꝛmented their Conſcientes, with remembꝛaunte 
of their execrable deedes:foꝛ, Conſcientia grants pondus: The 
Conſcience is a heuic waight. This is the Hell, wher with 
wicked es are tozmented in this life: ſo we muſt 
not thinke as T ullic (ayth, that they which haue commit- 


ted any enil, are feared 4 frayed, with burning bzandes, ! 


and tozches of the furies: No,cuery mans deceit and pꝛo⸗ 
per ſinne, doth enrage him: enery mans wicked cogita- 
tions, and naughty conſcience doth ferrify him: theſe are 
to the wicked. Aſſidue, dowſticeque furie : The dayly and 
familar furies: that day and night take puniſhment of of- 
fenders. 
So were the mindes of theſe vnlawfull lovers fron- 
bled, that by daye their ſpirites were tozmented , and by 
night ther conſciences vered, w ſundꝛy ſtraunge 4 feare- 
fail vzeames, which made their ſlerpes vnquiet,and their 
iopes vnlauozpe. e 

Thus they continued a cerfaine time vnknowne to 
their father , who, though be had tenderly bꝛought them 
vppe: pet peraduenture woulde not have beene partaker 
with them, in ſuch vacieaneſſe. At length the matter was 
known fo a poung man, to whom the ſiſter bad bene be- 
trothed He not able to containe it:but being moued with 
revenge of this his inceſtuous louer, (fog oftentimes: A- 
mor vebemens , in extremum mutatur odium : Violent louc 
T into extreme hatred.) openeth the matter to 
ws their father, but tolde him not that it was 
foz he kept that vnto himſelfe vppon purpoſe. 
Xanthius taking the matter very diſplaſant- 
lie, vſed great diligence, whereby to catche the coꝛrupter 
of his daughters chaſtitie: And therfoze willed this ſecret 
accuſo2 , to infozme him of it at ſuch a time, as hee might 
— or — — ne 
olde father at midnight to their Chamber, _ | 
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Leucippus, a little befoze their comming awaked, and 
was telling of his ſiſter, what a dꝛeadfull dzcame had ſud⸗ 
daialy waked him from fleepe : He ſayd, that he ſeemed to 
ſe two poung Turtles, billing and nibbing louingly in 
their neſt, when ſuddainty the olde cocke with bis bill, as 
not abiding their familiaritie, firſt peckt out the eyes of 
the young female, and after toze out her barte:the poung 
cock, as not abiding the craelty of þ ſire, in reuenge of his 
Loue, purſned the olde vato death, and after warde with 
ſozrowe fo2 the loſſe of his mate, ſlew vp and down, with 
great greife and lamentation, tilt he conſumed bis life a- 
way with penſtue thought. 

Ber had ſcarce ended his falke , when Xanthius ſud- 
dainly butſt open the doze. The mayd ſpeedily tept fo2th, 
and with hope to hide her ſelfe, conueyed her ſelfe-bchind 
the dwze: Wherefoze her father thinking it had beene he 
which defiled his daughter, without regarde, like a ra- 
ging Achamas , 0z a reuenging Orchamus, with his dag- 
ger be ſtabbed her haſtylp to the harte. 

Leucippus hearing ber dolefull and ſozrowfal arones, 
which ſher pittifaily caſte fozth , befoze ſhe yelded her 
laſtgaſpe : raging alſo thꝛough loue,nepther regardinge 

thzough reueuenge whom he ſtrook:ſtept baſtily to belpe 
her, and fo2cibly wzeſting the dagger out ofh1s fathers 
bande, like a fatal! Oedipus, oz a curſed Heraclius, moſte 
deſperatly he ſlelue bis father: Sending his murtbe ring 
ghoſt after his inceſtuous ſiſter, not do mu the riuer Styx, 
02 ſozrowfull Acheron , fo appeare beſoze the Judge Ra- 
 damanthus, ¶acus 02 Minos: But downe fhe darkfome 
path, into the ſulphury lake,where Lucifer and Belzebub 
it in ſeates of burning Bzinffone;!to/tozmrent:tþe oules 
and bodies of the wicked. U üg 21111 71148 :.. 10107 

This bis dꝛeame, in fone part apprared trewe, which 
the miſerable ende of his father and _ the 
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Nd leaſt any ſhould catch occaſſon by the event here - 
ok, to contecture what may followe of euerp motion, ſome 
thing ſhall be ſet down concerning dzeames, becauſe mas 
ny are fond to gine credite to enery ſuch fanep 

Ol dꝛeames there may be mam and ſundꝛy taules, and 
diuers kindes.

D3 
when ſome temperature oꝛ paſſion,either of the bodie, oz 
the partes hapneth : oz fome abundannce ef bumonrs, o: 
flure falling into the partes endued with ſence, do moue 
in the bꝛaine exrar, ſizhtes oz viſions. 

The ſecond they call e 02 des, which are Præ- 
fagientia, dzeames that foztell ſome thing to come: which 
differ from thenaturall;foz though they are foꝛmed of the 
bzaine, yet that happeneth,Remortis,ct antecedentibues cauſis: 
Fo? they are not ſtirred vp as are the naturall, by ſome 
abundante, oz qualifte of humonrs, by any affections, oꝛ 
temperature of the partes, bat by a natarall fo:ce of the 
Starres, though a perceueraunce of that Whichis to⸗ 
watdes: which ſtriuing to como to a knowledge of things 
iminent, with the thought thereof mwueth the bꝛaine, x 
fo ſtudying ol thinges to come, one after an other, ſoꝛm⸗ 
eth theſe manifeſt viſions: ſometimes without ambigui⸗ 
tie 02 doubtfaineſſe , ſometimes obſcure and ambiguoos,

cus,befoze the battaile in Philippis, with Caſſius and 
tus: dzeamed that the Tent of Auguſtus, ſtanding on the 
foztrele, was taken away: neither was bys dꝛeam falſe, 
foz in fight the ſouldiers there being chaſed,the tent was 
bozne away by Brutus. 

o dzeamed Aſtyages, king of the Mcdians , that the 
water of bis daughter Mandancs , dzownede overflows 
ed, all Aſia. So did he dzeam alſo, that a vine ſpzong out 
of his daughters wombe, which with p bꝛoade bzaunches 
thereof,ſhould ſhadolbe all Aſia: She afterward was de⸗ 
liueredof Cyrus, which ſubdued tbe kingedeme of Alia, 
and ſo fulfilled his dꝛeame.

Her dreame came to paſſe . Fo2 he was after taken by 
Orantes, the Lieuetenant of Darius, and hanged: when 
being ſcoꝛched with the ſunne , bee was anoynted with 
his own fatnefſe , and waſhed alſo by the ſhowers that 
fell from teauen . Cheſe and ſuch like, are euery where

The thirds en they call 54% wn. bat is: S- 
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fyzme, were p2ocuired by God himſelfe : Not ſent confu⸗ 
ſedly to all, noꝛ to ſuche as after their owne opinion, 
loked foz peculiac reue lations: But giuen to the holy 
fathe rs, and P2ophetes,at the will and pleaiure of God: 
Keyther concerning trifles, and matters of no moment, 
but touching Chꝛiſt, oz the gouernment ofthe Churche, 
oz Empyꝛes, their ozders , and mufations , with other 
ſraunge euentes.

Of this ſoxte 
were all thoſe, wbich the deuill in times paſt deluded 
beathen withal, when lapping themſelues in the ſkinnes 


of their ſacrifice;thep laie at the temples of their Joolles, 


to bnderſtands ſache like deluſtons. 
Thus lept the Lacedemonians',tn the temple of Paſy- 
thea,one of the graces, other ſuiſe called Euphroſyne 
It was thought alſo,that Aſculapius did renele 7 truth- 
of dꝛeames . by them gaue reuelations: fo which cauſe, 
bis Temple in Gracia was had in great hononr, |

Idoles, yea ſome alſa wich ſomtimes betokened ſad and 
tragicall puniſhinents of their vngodly t wicked da des, 
as eſfeus cauſed by a guutie conſcience, Of this laſt wer 
baue crample in Brutus, to when a fearful biſion appea- 
red in his ſteepe, beſoʒe the lafconflic that be bad at Phi- 
lippi, ſayingita bum, 4rere,cmoegy fans eee in I hulip<: 
pa me vodebrs. Brutus Jam thine ruiil ipirit. thou ſyatt ſte 
me at Philippi. Alter which bee was at that plare-ourrs 
come by Auguſtus, and there with deſpaire New himſelf, 
Cbe wicked, p20ud,fyzannens,ambitions,and taſc!tnous; 
haue tuer theſe fearfult viſions;asfozetunners and de ui⸗ 
ners of their ſorowfull puniſhment : ſo had Leucippus a 
iuſt demonſtration of. his deſerned punichment, arifing 
from the ground of a galled conſcience: Wherefoze of his 
and ſuch like dꝛeames we may conclude , that they ars 
dcu1liſh pzedicticns,ariſing of a/deuiiiſh; wickt d and guil⸗ 

tie mindpolſeſſcd with the ſpiritoand power of Þatan. 
Leucippus hauing thus wzetchedly ila ine bis father, 
fozſaking | lands, riches, and whatſoeuer be bad in The{- 
ie, fled info Creete : but from thente bee was miuen by 
inhabitants, who hauing beard of dis parricide, ab- 
bozred that be ſhould. remaine in their Jland . It ſeemed 
theſe men bated þ manners of y Indians and Paſſagets, 
who lay their parents when they are olde. Foz they re- 
tepned the law of the KRomaues, who were ſwozne not to 
kill, no not —̃ —-— there⸗ 
to by great neceCifie..' | 
' Kommlas thought it bnpeCible that any man (houtd 
alli father : being of that opinion , that it was a mon / 
ous thing, that any bearing the figore and faſhion of 
alan, oats ercell beaſtes in crueltie, demiuing them vns 
— enioped the confozt of light and 
ſwetnes of liſe, And therfoze be would make no law ſoz 
part icides, but contepned it vnder the law of homicide oz 

manſlaughter. 444 | 
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Sir hundzed yeares had Rome beene buylded, befoze 
ever it was ſtained with this wickednes: when to ſoone 
it appeared, that ſome would degenerate from nature, ſe⸗ 
med it neuer ſo much vnpoſſible, 

At that time Lucius Oſtius ſhewed himſelfe the firſt 

that killed his father. 
After him, when Rome was turmoyled with Cinill 
warres , Annalis the Pzefso2 being by pꝛoſcription bani- 
ſhed, and hiding himlelfe where he thought himleife ſafe, 
was betrayed by his owne ſonne . And being not conten- 
ted that he had betraped his father, ſeized on his Fathers 
goods, which he receiued from the bloudy officers named 
Trium - viri. But by the indgement of God hee was iuſtly 
Caine in his dzunkennes , by thoſe whom hee had ſent to 
appzehend his father. 

A notable example of paricide, like which may hard- 


ty be any read, is ta be ſeen in Darius the ſonne of Artax- Cæleb. lib. 
erxes Mnemon , who hauing an bundzed and fiftene „p 35. 


ſonnes by ſundꝛy concubins,bad but thꝛe in lawfull ma- 
trimonie, Darius, Ariarates, and Ochus. Che father(part- 
ly to pꝛeuent coutention in the kingdome after his depar⸗ 
ture, but chiefly foz an exceeding loue he bars to Darius:) 
made bim king, and placed him in the kingdome befo2e 
bis death, contrary fo the cuſtome of the Perſians, who 
neuer ſubſtitute any king during the lice of another. 

Darius being now in poſſeſſion of the crowne, requited 


not his father with lone and tbankfulnes, as nature and 


required, but moſt dip and vntbankfullie, 

nay rather vnnaturally, toohe touncell how to kil his fa- 
ther, And that whichis wonderfull, imparting the mat⸗ 
ter to liftie of his b2etb2en,be coulde not find one of them 
Joe oper renee xr ern 
Pozeouer , Artaxerxes had a wife named Aſpacia, 
erin: nou Ye me pg 
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15995, wiſe and beautifull, whom hee tenderly loved, 
Darius hauing not pet demannded of his father any gifte, 
actoꝛding to the manner of the Perſians (who gr aunted 
their kings whatſocuer petition they made as ſoone as 
they were conſtituted kings, and placedin their ſeates, 
required his father to geue him Aſpaſia, whom he had not 
long befoze gotte in the tents of Cirus, his father (though 
loath to fo2goe her, gaue her to him:pet afterward repen- 
ting himſcife of the deede, toke her away againe, 4 made 
ber Sacerdotem Solis, a pzieft of the Sunne, becauſe ſuch 
pꝛofeſſed continoall chaſtitie Yereupon was the malice 
of Darius encreaſed, wher efoꝛe conſulting with T iriba- 
us, at a time appopnted, with armed men he bꝛake into 
bis fathers chamber,parpoſing to kill him: but his father 
being therof beſoze admoniſhed, fled , and ſo eſcaped the 
bands of Darius: Tiribazus and the reſt were ſlapue by 
Artaxerxes guarde. Darius was after taken,and the mat 
ter being in iudgement by the Pzinces of the land(foz the 
father himſe lle / woulde gyne] no ſentence of his ſonne, ) 
they put him, his bꝛetheren, Artexerxcs wines,altoge-

Man other ſuch, haue Kept vp in this laſt iron age : to 
make a rehearſafl of whom would be to tedious, where- 
foze J let them But concerning the puniſhment 
appoynted among the Nomanes, it ſhalbe wozthie 
noting to conſider therein the wiſdome of the law-ma- 
kers, Foz (as Cicero ſaith ) moſt wiſely did our elders 
deale, who vnderſtanding that there is nothing fo holte, 

which boldenes might not 


in time to come violate ,/did 
—— — the paracives, thoſe

might be by the greatnes of puniſhment from euill doing 
remoued.

the wozſer . Dome lay the fault vpen the coꝛruption of 
chudꝛens nature, complarning that they are redy + pꝛone 
to al villany,but nothing addicted to vertue. Some blame 
the naughtines of Parentes, which ſpoyle their childꝛen 
by their ili example, and marre them by their wanton e- 
ducation, Others crie oat vppon their teachers, ſaping 
they haue il! ſcholemaſters to inſtruct them, and fooliſhe 
tutoꝛs to gouerne them. 

Thus are the opinions of men diuers, the complaintes 
tommon, the cauſes iuſt, the abules great,the caſe lamen- 
fable,but the amendment little. 

The ſpeciall cauſe whereof remayneth in deeve either 
in parents alone, 02 in parents and teachers together, 
bow either oz both toyntly doe ſpoils their childzon, 
bꝛieliy ewed. | 
Parents firſt therefoze th2ough a feminine fantie and 
fond foliſhnes, ſpill their childzen ni dug rm, by too 
much cock er ing. This hapneth two wayes, when they ti 
ther lone them to tenderly,o2 cozrect them to ſlenderlie. 
By both which things they indurate and harden them in 
euill , making them to be careleſſe of all duetye and ho- 
ais em ent roy 1 e „ nne bt 
By meanes of this immoderate loue (which may ra⸗ 
ther be tearmed hate) they let them haue what they lift, 
ſay what they lift; doe what they liſt: and that is moze, 
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ment. Pcrenpon it happeneth that the fleldes are ſo full, 
and the Theaters ſo thwacked with youth. Pcreof it com⸗ 
meth that play-bonules are ſo farced with yoong men, and 
the ſeates ſo beſet with tender maydes : who being tric⸗ 
ked vy in pzide, and hauing their libertie and 
come to gape and to gaze, to ſ& and to be ſcene , as Ouid 
ſaith Spectatum vemiumt, veumnnt ſpettentur ur ipſe . O Pas 
rentes know you not that this one libertie, is the onelp 
fpople of pour childzens chaſtitie? are pe ignozaunt that 
this place is a mould, wherein map be new changed pour 
daughters mindes? haue ye ſoagat that to this place as fo 
a ſincke, gathereth the filth and ſcumme of our cittie? Res 
member ye not that there pour danghters eyes are bes 
witched, their cares inchanted, their perſons courted, 
their bewties viewed, and their heartes allured to enill? 
If ye know it not then now learne, that this is the onely 
bulwarke, wbere lyeth the ſhot of finne to batter they: 
ſonles : that this is the chiefeſt booked bait that the deuil 
INN Wy and to marre womens 
Tertulliantelteth a ſtozy of a woman (to the trueth 
Li 
— wherof he calleth God to witneſſe)that vſing their Thea- 
ter, came from thence poſſeſſed with a divell : And when 
the wicked ſpirite was coniured to anſwere, how he durſt 
enter into afaithfull woman and a chꝛiſtian.

Wher- 
fo:e ſeeing that to this end they are lent thee , ſo ozder 
them in time, as they may be mete fo: this purpoſe. 
Pany parents are ſo beſofted in foliſh lone, that they 
thinke if they Chonld ffrike their childzen, it woulde kill 
them, if they ſhould cozrect them, it woulde ſpoile them: 
and ſome ſubtle wantones bane ſo well got the bent of

Such an one was Dauid though hee were a pꝛophet, 
who when his ſonne Abſalon went about to dꝛiue him 
from his kingdome : though be made warre agapnft hys 
father, though be had layne his bother Amon: pet the 
to tender father, when he ſent out Ioab, Abiſhai and Ittay 
againſt him, commanded them to intreat Abſalon gently 
koʒ his ſake : and when newes was bzought of bis death, 
be went vp to his chamber & wept , crying and howling 
out, O my ſonne Abſalon, my ſonne,my ſonn, would Cod 
J had dyed fo; thee, 
Such a fond father, was Hamor the father of Sichem: 
which was ſo eaſily moued at the intreaties of his ſonne, 
both to change bis religion, and to imbꝛace another vn- 
knowne to him, as alſo to be wounded in his fleſhe, foo- 
lichly to falfill the luſt and pleaſure of his ſonne: whome 
be ought rather at the firſt to haue repzoned with ſharpe 
woꝛdes, and to baue cozrected with ſmarting ſtripes, foz 
bis fozcible foznication, in rauiſhing Dinah. 

Such an one was Lucius Gellms, that had bozne in 


Valer. Marx. Rome all offices euen to the Cenſor ; who knowing aſſu⸗ 
lib g. car.. redly that bis ſonne had defiled his wife , being his mo- 


ther in lawe : and taken counſell alſo howe to kill him : 


would not puniſh him: * 
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fonne of ſuſpition,and gane him leaue fo defend himſelfe 


by excuſes : And haning thozowly knowne the cauſe, yet 


him. 

The ſame Valerius w2iteth of a certaine father, who 
vnderſtanding that his ſonne went about fo kill bim, 
could not perſwade himſelf that he was of his blond,that 
purpoſed ſo vile a thing: wherefoze thinking his wife had 
trod awꝛie, he humbly beſought her not to hide this thing 
from him, namely: whether he were put in place of ano⸗ 
ther, oz that ſhe had tonceiued him by another man. After 
when ſhe had ſwozne and pꝛoteſted he was his owne: be- 
ing perſwaded therof.he led his ſonne into a deſert place, 
where when he tame, hee gane him a (wozd which be ſe⸗ 
crefly b:oaght with him vnder his gowne,and there offe- 
ring him his thzoat, bad him ffrike, ſaying, be ne&de not 
pzepare any poylon,noz hyer anie ruffianly therte, to per- 
fozme the wozke of a paratide. 
Chis deed of the father ſo ſodainly changed bys ſonnes 
mind, that be pzeſently thzew away his ſwoꝛd, and bum- 
bling himlelfe,cryed out. Liue O father:And if thou canſt᷑ 
be fo kinde, to ſuffer thy ſelfe to be intreated, let thy gen- 
tleneſſe excede my diſobedience , neither let my lone be 
thought the leſe becauſe it ſpzingeth from repentance. 

Mbough bis fell out well in accident, vet was it the 
part of a fond father,to venter his life vpon the triall of a 
tonſpiratiue ſonne : whome he knew not whether natu- 
rall pietie,might moue to a ſonne like pittie. 


«pud liberos, the childꝛen contemne and deſpiſe the autho- 
ritie of their father: which happeneth becauſe they ſpare 
the rod, and ſpoyle their youth: fo; the rod is the weeding 
booke, to placke vp the wanton weedes, from ont þ ranck 
ground of a poonglings minde. As ſaith Salomon, foos 
lichnelle is bound in the heart of a childe , but the rod of

This indulgence maketh that parris autboriras vilis ſit Ley, j deca.

there is mcricordia puniens, ſo is there o1ideliras parcens,Ag 
thon mayelt be mercifull in puniſhing, ſo mayeſt then be 
cruell in ſparing. I thy ſonne have a wound in his body; 
thou wilt labour and trauaile to haue it healed, bow much 
moze cruell then art thou to his ſoule, if being wounded 
and co2rupted with ſinne, thou n no care fo haue it 
cured. 

Wherefoze if thou ſee thy childes eyrs wunder after 
vanitie, withdzaw them: if thou beare his toonge offend 
in blaſpþemie , cozrect him: if thou perceane bis eares 
harken after ſcurillitie, repꝛoue him:if bis hands be given 
to impietie, withhold them: if his feete to ranne after 
ple aſures, fetter them : ſo mayſt thou ſane his ſonle; ton⸗ 
nn. and his whols {yfe to Gods 
glozte 

The ſecond thing whereby parentes ſpill their chil⸗ 
dꝛen, is nimium ſexcre puniendo, by to much ſharpneſſe in 
mg nary theſe ſoꝛtes of parentes are contrary to the 
{t : foꝛ as they exceed in to muche lenitie,ſo theſe excell 
into much : by which meanes they ſo over-awse 
them, that a man mvy iudge the fathers follie' by the 
fonnes face, and his lacke of dilcretian by bis ſonnes dil 
pclition, 

Pan times this extremitie,dziueth their diho i- 
ther to a hatred of the parentes fo2 their crueitie, oʒ tu a 
deſperate minde foz their vnmeaſurable ſeueritie. This 
maketh the fugitiues, rogues and ranawayes, vnapt foz 
anic mans ſeruice, bold in miſchiefe, + deſperate in euill. 
This maketh them blockes fo2 ſence in youth, and footes 
fo2 wit in age: mozefooliſh then Coræbus, that woritde 
number the ſandes of the ſea , and yet coulde not count 
_ ann then N that knewe not 
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whether bee was boꝛne at bis father oz mother. 
Againſt theſe: parentes doth . Paule ſpeake to the 
Epheſians, fathers pzouoke not your childzen to anger. . . 
Che words are, . m dor not ſtirre them to w2ath, * 
that is doe not abuſe your authozitie ouer them. Some 
parentes are ſa hard and ſo full of moꝛoſttie foward theyʒ 
childzen , that they keepe no meaſure in their frowards 
neſſe: if they haue childꝛen obedient, they know not how 
to frame their wittes with reaſon, but either they are to 
ſharpe,oz to (moothe, to rough oz to rechleſſme. 
Vu un meczo conſiſtit. Uertue ſtandeth in a meane, 
which is bar d to finde Manie men ſbocte at the marke, „ 
but few hit it, ſome to ſhoꝛt, ſome ouer, ſome wide. Ther⸗ Vo 
foze ſapth Hierom, & eſt virtus vec à multis appetirur. of 
Nertue is a rare thing, and but few ſeeke it. o ſapth 

Cicero, Omni pretiararara': nec quicquam dfffitilius quam IM 
e quod ſuu ex omni pre abſolurum All excellent things Lahe. 
are rate: neither is there ante thing harder then to ſinde 

that which is abſolute and perfect in ail points. 

An this ſeueritie exceeded Luc us Brutus: xAhoſe glo- 

rie atherwiſe was equall to Romulus: foꝛ he did but build 

the gitie : this reſtozed the Romames libertie .: Bee made 


roddes,and after to be bound to a ſtake and tobe knocked ©? * 
on the head with an ar, becauſe they would haue bought 
vn againe the rule of T'arquinius : ſo fozgot he the part of 
a katber , ta execute the office ofa Conſull,andcholeto liue 
without childꝛen . rather then to fajle in publike renenge. 
Do did Caſsius; who becauſe his ſonne affected the rule 
of kinges, made him to be beaten to death, and after con- 
conſecrated his gaodes to Ceres 111 20mg) enn 
Thus dealt Manlius/Torquatus with his ſonne De- 
cas Syllanus. Who beiug accnſed by the Macedonians of 
baiberic, late him(eiſe in tudgement of his ſonne, and has

Though 
thus the Macedonians were reuenged,and he had ſhewed 
Þ part of a ſeuere indge:pet.he would not after though he 
were intreated, be pꝛeſent at bis ſonnes funerals, 
 Pany ſuch examples might be inſerted, which J omit 
fo2 bzenitte : let it ſuffiſe that this is as great a fault in 
education,as is ouermach clementie. | 
. Paule therefoze ſetteth downe the meane , which 
parentes may and onght to bie betweene theſe erfremi- 
ties: That is, that from their cravels, they: Childzen 
(honld be bzought bp & wie e 1629s nets, in inſtrudion 
and infoꝛmation of the Lo2de , that with theſe ſwete ad⸗ 
monitions,they may be trapned to know they: duties. 
Wherefoze let them read, andheare the wozd of the 
Lo2d :lef them be inſtructed to feare God:let them learn 
iuſtice, temperance,ſhame, honeſtie,and ho lineſſe: theſs 
thinges let them knowe out of the holy ſcripfure,0z ſome 
litle booke dzawn from thence.To which if thou adiopns 
thine owne example, and make thy life a lanterne to gius 
them light: that they perceive in thee no patterne 03 
pꝛint of vngodlineſſe, it ſhall pꝛoſite them moze then all 
the coꝛrection oꝛ chaſtiſement whatſoever, | 
The third thing whereby parentes marre their chil⸗ 
d2en, is, their owne naughtie pzeſident, when eyther by 
their wanton fitthy woꝛdes, oz laſciuious deedes , they 
co:rupt the eyes and eares of their childꝛen i heere they 
fſpoyle the cone in the blade, they kill the fraite in bys 
bud, Doe ye not ſee that all the bewtie of the tree, fruits, 
bzanches and leanes ariſeth from the naturall goodnefle 
of the roote . — — rt — 
of childzen , t ſpzing example 
cation of parents. Fos Calis pater, tali filius: like father, 
une lonne: Whereof it happeneth eee en 
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inſtructed in pouth , become honeſt and vertuous in age: 
and thaſe that are ill taught, ſeldom o2 ncuer pꝛoue good. 
Tyerfoze both the wiſe man counſel. It thou haue ſonnes 
inftruc them, and hold their necke from their youth. 

Lyis euill example of parentes, doth poyſon þ ſoules 
of their childꝛen: this is it, with which if they be once ſea- 
foned, it will be hard to loſe the ſauonr. Q ſeme! imbuta

eſt recen, ſeruabit odorem teſta diu. A veſſell long time Herr. 


keepes the taſte, of that where with it ſeaſoned was. And 
Quintilianus ſaith Tenaciſimi ſumus corum que rudibus an- 
nis percipimus . Ms holde thoſe thinges ſurely, which we 
learne in youth. Who can bꝛing a purple into bis fozmer 
cullo2? 02 change a blacke againe info white? Hieroni- 
mus ſaith , Optimi ad mſtruttionem primi anni : habent in ſe 
quiddam ca & quod facile formars queat : & ad arbitrium 
volent is trahi. The firſt yeares are beſt fo; inftruction,foz 
they haue in thema cerfaine ſoftneſſe, which may be ea- 
lily faſhioned, and dꝛawen at the will and pleaſurcofthe 
wiſher, As foz olde trees they will not be bended,no2 old 
dogges taught and inſtructed, noz olde iades bzoken and 
altered: But poong plantes will bend quickly, poong 
whelpes are taught eaſily, yoong coltes are bzoken readi- 
ly, ſoft ware takes a pꝛint ſpeedily : ſo are the mindes of 
poonglinges, epther dzawne to vanitie lightly, oz wonne 
to vertue willingly : in this ſpꝛing and entrance of they; 
life. J wibconclude this point with Hierome, who coun- 
ſelleth parentes to inſtruct their chilozen thus . Na 
diſcat audzre vel logui , niſi quod pertinet ad timorem domims, 
tarpia non intellgat cantica mundana ignoret, c. Let him 02 
her, learne to heare o2 ſpeake nothing els, but what per⸗ 
taineth to the feare of the Lo2d : let them vnderſtand no 
filthy woꝛdes: let them know no vaine wozldly ſonges, 
let theyꝛ tender tongues be taught the ſweeteſt pſalmes, 

This and much moze doth Hierome in his Cpiſtle be- 
foze named, exhoꝛt: which foz auopding of 3 
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A Spellacle for Parentes. 


let paſſe. Fourthiy parentes ſpoyle they2 childꝛen, when 
they pꝛancke them vp in pꝛide of apparrell : when they 
faſhion them after the woꝛld be it neuer ſo fooliſh. While 
putting them into all faſhiones , they keepe no faſhion, 
Thus while they decke their bodies with ſilke, adoꝛns 
their cappes and taules with golde, garnich their neckes 
with chaines, theyꝛ armes with bzacelets,4 they2 hands 
with ringes: while they ſquare out their ſhoulders, bol 
ſer their bummes, faſhion their waſfes , make their bo- 
Cender, and their armes bigge : thep nouſel them bp 
ide from the Qcll, ſo that in riper age they fall from 
pꝛide fo pꝛodigalitie: and become ſo amoꝛous of them- 
ſelues , that they are in loue with their owne ſhadowe: 
which when the ſunne ſhineth , they make their glaſſe fo 
take a viewe of the comelincſle of their bodies. 
This is a pzeparatiae to contempt, diſobedience, neg- 
lect of God, idleneſſe, whozedome, and manie other vices, 
fo that by this meanes the parentes become guiltie of 
their childzens ſinnes, and efficient cauſes of the wicked⸗ 
Herein fach parenfes may learne of byꝛdes. The egle 
bath ſach a care to pꝛeſerue ber pong ones from the adder 
Coluber, that ſhee buildeth her neſt in ſuche high places, 
whereas hee cannot come: Do ought parentes to build 
their neſtes (that is to ſettle their — ba higheſt 
vertues,where the ſerpent the deuill ſhon llay them 
with ante of his temptations: but becauſe they be negli 
gent in this poynt, it happeneth oftentimes, that as they 
bane trayned them vp in childhoode in all pꝛide and dif- 
lolutenelle, ſo afterward they exceeds in all miſchefe and 


The latt thing whereby they ſpoile them, is want of 
diſcipline, and refozmation of the Lo2d. When they doe 
not traine them vp in religion and knowledge of Gods 
wozd: When they . 
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benefites and pꝛomiſes of God, and chiefly withhys mer⸗ 
cies towardes vs in Chꝛiſt. When they doe not incaleat 
and beate into their minds, the iudgements of & O D: 
not onely which he bath ſhewed-vpon the wicked and re⸗ 
vealed to vs in his wozd : but alſo which bee doth dayly 
declare, and will continually execute bpon the viigodly, 
When they bzing not their childzen fo churche : When 
tbey take no accompt how they haue there pzofited:when 
they make not they; owne houſes churches , to catechiſe 
and inſtruc their youth in the knowledge of God: when 
they neyther themſelues dayly bend their knees vnto the 
L 02d, no; take care to ſee their childzen euerie day exer⸗ 
ciſe pzaper . When they followe not the counſell of the 
Lo2d in Deutronomie, to teach their childzen to feare the 
Land all the dayes of their life: accozding to the example Otte. 
of the godly in the holy ſcriptures, —_— 
Thus did Abraham of whome it is wzitfen, that hee ___ , 
did command his ſonnes and bouſhold after him to keepe t, % 
the way of the Lozd, and to doe righteouſncNe and iudge⸗ 
men. Thos Tobit infruced his ſonne, teaching hym to 
feare God from his youth, to auoyde the companie of the 
wicked, and to haue a care of dis mother. Do did the pa- 
rentes of Suſanna being godly people teache their daugh- 
ter accozding tothe lawe of Moſcs, as it is in her hiſtoꝛy 
reco2ded, which though it be Apocrypha, pet doth the ex⸗ 
ample ſerue as a mirrour of govly maidens and wel mi- 
nered matrones. 
Thus did Matathias teache bis ſonnes to be zealous of Nich. lib. 
Gods lam, and to giue their ttuesfo; the couenant of their 1 cp. 2, 
fathers, ' ver. . 50. 
Which examples if parents would follow, they Could 
not ſo much nerde to ble þ tod, ſoꝛ þ pꝛattiſe of this wonld 
to their childꝛens maners bzing a better reſoꝛ mation, 
then they dot by their oftencozrection. | 
Thus baue dr Ack Getwed howre — 
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A pedlacle for Parents, 


rentes alone doe marre they2 childꝛens manners. Howe 
bowe ſchoolemaiſters and teachers doe ſpople them, re- 
mainetd to declare. In which J muſt vle a moderation, 
leaſt I be thought to wzite of enute : but J hope the lear⸗ 
ned to whom 7 ſubmit my ſelle, will conſtrue my woꝛds 
in good parte, ſceing what J wzite is ſimply to Gods 
glozp. 

Teachers are amongeſt vs of two ſoztes : e ither lear⸗ 
ned 02 vnlearned : but what ſayd J vnlearned?as thongh 
in this famous citie ſo well gouerned, there ſhould be any 
teachers of youth valearned: pet ſurely there be ſuch and 
to manie : of whome it may be ſatd, Docent que non intel- 

unt fiuntque prius imperitorum magiſtri, quam doc torum di- 
0 ult, they teache thoſe thinges they vnderſtand not, and 
become maiſters of the ignozant, befoze they haue bene 
ſchollers of the learned. 

Theſe hurt diuers wapes: firſt they ſpoyle good wits 
though want of knowledge: ſecondly they nuſſell them 
vp in euill cuſtome : thirdly they hinder their increaſe of 
good learning: and laſtly they are not able to deuide bn- 
to yoonglings acco2ding to theyz age, the woꝛd of trueth: 
they cannot giue them out of the wozd the ſweete milke 
that might nonriſhe their weake nature, till they can 
bzooke ſtronger meate , they cannot exhozt them to ver⸗ 
tne, and dehozt them from vice: they cannot by art mone 
their affections from vanitie : and by ſweete perfwafions 
dꝛaw them to pietie : to be bꝛiefe they haus not read how 
by method of knowledge they may teache them humani- 
tie, and by pzeceptes of diſcipline amende their maners. 
Pet are thefe amonge bnſkilfull parentes as much re- 
garded, as they that by time, labour, colt, ſtadie; watch, 
tulneſſe, ſweate, and diligence haue become learned. But 
what hurt theſe doe, is not perfectly knowne to any, but 
to thoſe who haue the tople tn making that they marre, 
and mending that which they haue 1 
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growne in cuſtome, is very hardly after toꝛretted. 

Tbe learned are alſo of two ſoztes,the one ſnch;,whoſe 
life and learning iumpe , and ioyne together: who not 
onely traine bp their ſchollers in good and honeſt artes, 
bat inſtruct them alſo in good manners, and religion, 
Theſe knowe howe fo miniſter a ſalue to eche ſcare, 
theſe can tell like good and ſkillull planters , the natore 
of eche Clip, how to giue them nouriſhment, and to make 
them growe vpzight . Theſe are paynfull woꝛkemen in 
trimming of the vine, being carefull tocut oft the ſuper⸗ 
fluous bzanches. 

Theſe are cunning builders in laping a ſore founda- 
tion, that they may the better build vp the houſe. In bzief, 
theſe care by their example fo fulfill the ſame in deede, 
which they labour to perſwade their bearers in woꝛde, 
knowing that plus ſuadet loquentis vita quam oratio. Lhe 
ufe perſwadeth moze then the ſpeach of the ſpeaker. 

Thele bꝛidle their yoonglinges tongues from lying, 
ſtoppe theyz mouthes from ſwearing , keepe their eres 
from gaſing, theic cares from vnchaſt bearing, and they2 
idle handes from lopteringe , To conclude, theſe put on 
fowardes their ſchollers, the tender affection of a father, 
and allure them to vertue like their owne ſonnes. 

The laſt ſozt of teachers are ſuch , as though they bs 
well learned, pet they are ill lined : who hart moze by 
their ill example, then they p2ofite by good doctrine, ſach 
e 45 "ava to rule others, beeing not able to gouerne 
Theſe are they let out the raine to they: owne luſtes: 
ſo they giue the bꝛidle to their ſchollers affections. Some 
of them foz a little gaine will ſooth and ſmooth vp cockes 
ring parentes, and be loth to offend theyꝛ wanton chil- 
dzen : rather reſpecting the lucre of a litle monie,then the 
rigbting ol a crooked minde. And many parentes having 
found ſuch a teacher, regard ncither their childzens lear- 
ning, noz refo;mation of oY" Yan: the maiſter be 
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content to coucr their childes inflrmitie beare with 
his manifold follies, 
Theſe take no care to teache their ſchollers religion, 
becauſe they are themſelues irreligions:02 if thep teache 
their heires any vertue, pet they leaue it themſelues and 
follow after vice. But as Chryſoſtome ſayth, Docere & 
non facere non ſalum lucri mbil, ſed & damm plurimum con- 
fert, ec: To teach and not to doe, bzingeth not onely no 
gaine,but much hurt, fo2 it is a great condemnation fo a 
man that can oꝛder well his ſpeech,and yet negleceth dis 
life. And therfoze ancient kings had eſpecial care in times 
paſt,to choſe fo their childꝛen, not onely learned but alſo 
diſcreet mayſters, So had Traianus Plutarch foz his tea. 
ther, Alexander had Ariſtotle to his Patſter : and Nero 
bad Seneca foz bis inftructo2 . Neither made they this 
chople without cauſe, ſoꝛ they knew that the childe would 
ſucke frõ his maiffer his maners, as the infant doth from 
the mother his milke. So learned Alexander dzonkennes 
and other vices in youth of his maiſter Leonides , which 
be coulde not leaue when hee came to be monarcke of the 
wozld. Wherfoze if parents and maiſters ioyne both to- 
gether in education of their childzen , taking counſell if 


- 


their youth haue inurmities, how they may be gonerned, 


If parents to their painfulneſſe in refoꝛmation, adtoyne 
alſo pzayer to god foz their childzen, anoiving thoſe hurts 
which baue bene declared, and viing the meanes which J 
haue ſhewed: It ſhal come to paſſe that by ſach they; edn- 
tation, their yoonglinges ſhalbe rightly refozmed, they; 
own bearts ſhalbe ioyfull and delighted, God ſhalbe by 
their vertuous maners glozified, his church by their good 
example ediſled, the common- wealth thoꝛo w their fernice 
pꝛoſited, andtbey at the laſt eternally ſaued, and become 
beyꝛes of that kingdom, and childzen of that father, which 
M vp win Io 
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A Glaſſe for diſobedient 
. The puniſhment of diſobedi- 


ence , ſhewed vppon an obſtinat and ſtubborne 
Conne, who moſt miſerablie and vnnaturallie, withelde 
from his Parents, the needefull nouriſhments, of theyr 
neceſſarie ſuſtenance . A notable ſpectacle for cuerie 
diſobedient childe,to ſee therein the plagues of God, 


vpon ynnaturall Children, that withdrawe from 
theyr aged Parentes , the ductie and loue 
th 


they ought to ſhowe. 


| Mongſt the workes that na- 
ture bath framed, we count it 
great defo:mitre, fo2 any thing 
to be repugnaunt tothe kinde, 
whereof it take increaſe, in as 
much as in thoſe ſenſible Crea- 
tures, ſeperated ſrom rationall 
vnderſtanding, and being but 
1] led by ſcnſuall gouernment, 

we ſ& an inward duet and ſe⸗ 
crete lone, that cauſeth the rote of thankfuinefſe,to ye lde 
fw2th linely fruites of plentifull god will, to repayze the 
paſſed paines of theyz ſelly Parents. Both birde, beaſt; 
and whatſoeuer recetueth life,is in ſome part endued 
with a cer taine knowledge, and loue of thoſe, from whom 
they bad they2 being, o2 eſſentyall ſubſtaunce : and there- 
fo2e thoſe Childꝛen, vnto whame ſo little regard of natu⸗ 
rall loue remaineth, that tbey not onely derogate that du- 
tie from they2 Parents, which God and nature hath com- 
maunded, but alſo purſue the lyfe of they2 pꝛogenetours, 
euen to their graues, being led on with a couetous deſtre, 
rather of NG near wiſh of they> 
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lives aſſurance . J knowe not wherevnto J map re- 
ſemble them by a ſimilitude, but to tte Uipers bꝛod, mot 
fall of ingratitude , who not tarping they2 timelie ma⸗ 
furitte , cate out their £others ſides moſt cruellie, pꝛe⸗ 
paring thep2 timelie paſſadge , to the vntimelie death of 
their miſerable mother : and as both the Pale and Fe- 
male receiue their death, by the increaſe of theyꝛ vnnatu⸗ 
rall ſerde, (the one by bearing, the other by ingendzing, ) 
ſo fareth it with a greate many impious childzen, (that 
lyke theſe Vipers , vnthankeſull to their Parentes fog 
their being) deſire not onelie the death of their Fathers, 
but, (if any richeſſe 02 ſubſtannce , is growing to them by 
their others departing ) like deteſtable ſ&de , do alſo 
pꝛocure the death of bath, to the ende (that lyke the Ut- 
pers) ther maꝝ pꝛoture their pzeſent being, though it 
be to both ther: Parentes vndwing: Crample of this 
you ſhall perteiue in the ſequell of this diſcourſe , as alſo 
the vengeaunce of God, vppon the vice of diſobedience, 
being left as a clappe to diſmay the mindes of ſuch rebel⸗ 
lious perſons, befoze the bolt of Gods vengeaunte, be ſhot 


to theyz farther puniſhment 


In the partes of Normandie, their dwelt a man, 
mo2e renowmed foz his richeſſe , then foztunate in his 
iſue , who, though by birth he was to ſome inferiour, 
pet foz ſubſtaunce , to mary men ſupertour : ſo that, J 
knowe not wether he were moze happie in his welth, 
oꝛ vndappie in his Donne, ſuch contrarietie was there, 
in both thole giftes of fo2tune : that fo the one, hee was 
to her beholding: fo2 the other, to accule her of diſdaine. 
But (uch is the vnconltancie of Foztunes giftes , that 
amidde manie pleaſures , the Auchoar of Foztune, ſen- 
veth ſome dilplealures, lcaſt the fo2getfulll Nature of 
man:ſhould decline frõ the remembzaunce of his Dmni- 
pokencte. 
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A Glaſſe for diſobedient 
This man had but one onelyſotme, whome therefoze he 
tenderly and delicately bꝛought vp to mans ffate,not ben⸗ 
ding the wyeth whyle it was greene , noz p2opping the 
plant while it was young, by reaſon whereof the wyeth 
grew ſtiſfe, and the tri croked: ſo that it paſſed Artes in- 
tegritie, to alter the courſe of natures deſoꝛmitie, Qu 
femel eſt imbuto recens ſeruabit odorem : The veſſell being 
new, was firſt ſcaſoned with ſtincking loathſome hicquoz, 
fo that it was to har de afterward to remone thereof the 
fauour : they that will haue fine ſpaniclles , teache them 
being (mall : they that will haue god hoꝛſſes, bꝛidle them 
being young: and they that will haue vertuous Childzen, 
do cozred them being Infants: otherwiſe the dogge will 
not hunt, the Pozſe will not beare,no2 the Chylde live in 
boneft bebauiour : but the one will ſnarle, the other will 
kicke , and the thy2d will ſtubboꝛnelie ſpurne at his due⸗ 


tie. 

There was adiopning to this man a cerfaine Knight, 
who noting the wealth of this bnfoztunate Fat her, to re⸗ 
turne to the poſſeſſion of this his onely Sonne: thought 
that ſuch a maſſe of money,as be poſſeſſed, would counter - 
payſe the ſimplicitie of his ſtocke , and beare out the baſe 
ignobilitte of bis birth: and therefoze hauing a dangh- 
ter of comelie countenaunc e, adozned with the gyftes of 
natures liberalitie, purpoſed to contriue a match betwirt 
this rich mans Bonne, and his fayꝛe daughter: and way» 
ting opoꝛtunitie, bzoaght certaine of his frendes,to per- 
ſwade this (ellie man to an vnp2ofitable match, 4 thus 
he framed vnto him his ſpeche, 

Sp2 , muſe not at my woꝛdes, but frendly waye my 
meaning, which J infend to vtter , the ende whereof 
tendcth ta the aduauncement of pour ſtocke and kindꝛed: 
So it is that foztune hath giuen vnto me a Daughter, of 
bath well bozne, of beautie ſufficient, and of godes and 
vertuous gouernement , her will J beſtowe in marriage 

vppon 
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vpon your ſonne, which if you like, ſhall (as J hope)not 
onely redound to your great comfozt , and further helpe 
while pou are beere,but alſs bereafterexalt your poſteri⸗ 
tie:and bzing your ſfocke vnto high renowne and gentry. 
This will J do conditionallie , that you will make a p2e- 
ſent deliuerie of all peur poſſeſſions , into the handes of 
your onely ſonne, who though by nature he ſhall be ma- 
ued,to your ſufficient mayntenaunce , pet will J ſ&, that 
to pour neceſſitie ſhall be miniſtred aboeundantlie, the 
commodities are diuers that may induce pou heere vnto: 
firſt,conſider that your age requircth reſt, which you may 
take, hauing once acccmpliſhed this thing, then what toy 
may it be vnto pour aged minde , to beholde with pour 
epes, pour ſonne aſſuredlie placed in your poſſeſſions, who 
though he be pour one!y beire,to ſacceede pou in the lame, 
pet may be thereof pzeucnted by death, oz by accident of 
aduerſe foztune. 

This imple man, heard attentiue lie this ſugred tale, 
not conſidering, that in (notheſt ſtreames, is moſt daun⸗ 
gerous wading, in hallo weſt waters, moſt perrilous ſap⸗ 
ling, and in greateſt places moſt hurttull ſleeping: the Ber 

carrieth honnie in her mouth, and a ſting in her tayle, ths 
Syrens ling ſwertelp, but their ſong 1s the Saplers ozrow. 
So this flattering Knight , though in his (peach appeared 
an outward ſhowe of truth, yet was it but the boke to 
catch this ſcellie fiſh with all, to the ende that his Daugh- 
ter might come to the poſſeſſion of his wealth. And theres 
foze J map liken the ſimplicitie of ſuch men (that taſt not 

1 the diſp2ofite of each cauſe, as well as the commoditie) to 
e 1, the ſollie of the fithe Sar gus. whereof Aclianus ſpeaketh, 
Je a. 4 which lo vehemently loaeth the Gaate, that the ficher⸗ 
mal, man when he purpoleth ts take her, puttethon a Goates 

ſkinoner his head with hoꝛnes, p2epareth bis nettes, the 
Sunne ſhining at bis backe, and diſpearſeth in the ea; 
Whcate ſodden in pottage, made with Goates flelh, the 
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ſauour thereof when the Filh perceiueth , ſhe dzaweth 
nigh deligting in the ſight of the fained Goate, and ſo is 
taken in the nette to her owne annopannce : Euen ſo, 
theſe men delighted in the ſhaddowe of out ward trueth, 
are deceiued with ſubſtaunce of inward deceits. 

Thus this olde man, truſting in the glozions woꝛdes 
of this wilie Fiſher „ was caught in the nette of vaine 
beleefe , that ſuch eaſe and contentation Chouldredounte 
to hys deſpze , as ſhould cauſe the ſmall courſe of his fy» 
ture life, fo be ſpent, in kulneſſe of all delight, and 
therefo:e ( though lothe to depar te, from that he ficmelie 
loued,) pet per{waded therto, by the pꝛofeſſed freendes of 
this glozious Gentleman , was induced to condiſcend to 
thepꝛ deſires, 

The marriage day therefoze appointed, the ſolemni⸗ 
ties thereof were ſhoztly accompliſhed. The Sonne and 
the Daughter the firſt peere, miniſtred to the neceſſity of 
their aged Parentes, plentie of all thinges : the ſecond 
moꝛe ſparinglie : but the thirde moſt vnſhamefaſtly: the 
fourth yere,thzough the ſugeſt ions of his Mife, be pꝛe⸗ 
pared foʒ his wofull Parentes, a little lodging, opoſite a- 
gainſt his ſfately building, where he might veelde vnto 
them, a bare ſcantling of necefſary ſuſtenaunce. 

Thus theſe odious childzen,as time increaſed, beganne 
to immitate, the nature of the Pellicanes ponglings: who 
after their Bother hath bzonght them vp to ſome byg- 
neſſe , beginne to ſtricke andpecke her in the face, foꝛ 
which ſhee being vered, in her furie killeth them, and af- 
terward being ſoꝛie therfo2c, ſhe pearceth her ſides with 
ber boyſterons beake, tyll the warme blood iſſuing from 
ber bzeaft, renueth her younclinges to newneſſe of life: 
In which militude, is compzehended the entyꝛe affecti- 
on of a mother to her childzen , and the (mall mor of 
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A Glaſſe for diſobedient 


This aged and vnfozfunate Father, with his crooked 
olde wife, ſaffered in this eſtate no lyttle neede and ne⸗ 
ceſſifie, pea ſcarſely durſt they ſet foofe within the dwzes 
ofthey2 vngodly Sonne: but commaunded thoſe things, 
vea, and requeſted the ſame, which they coul de not want, 
from the handes ok a houle holde ſeruaunt. O miſerable 
ſeruitude, nap: O vntollerable ſlauerp, that he which bad 
aucthozity to commaund the ſonne, was nob at the plea⸗ 
ſure of a ſeruant. 

In this caſe, theſe two croked Creatures, paſſed a 
greate parte of their topleſome time, bntyll it foztuned 
the aged Pother, out of her Cottage window eſpied one 
daye , inthe houſe of her ſonne , Meate ſpitted, and 
laydfo the fp2e , ready to be roaſted; the ſight whereof, 
pꝛocured bnto her ſome hope of better fare, then acuſto⸗ 
mable vſe did pelde vnfo her. Bat ſ&ing that delay of 
eyther ſending foz her, oz to her, did dꝛiue her in doubte 
of the leaſt parte thereof, ſhe tame vnto her aged hul⸗ 
= , the onely copartner of all her grefc , ſaing vnto 


Q my welbeloned huſbande, the auncient companion 
of all my paines , thou ſteſt in what hungrie eſtate, we 
ſpend our withering time, which requireth greateſt ſappe 
or nouriſhment, as fo2 me, J am but a miſerable mother, 
and an vnhappy woman, whom e foztune bath taught, to 
be with fe weſt things content: But goe thou to the houſe 
of our Sonne, where it may hap thou ſhalt fill thy hun- 
grie bodie, with parte of that meate, which myne cyes by 
channce eſpied. 

The olde man hearing theſe woꝛdes of bis frendlie 
Wife, leaning his aged timmes vppon bys ſtaffe. baſted 
to the houſe of his vnnaturall childe, hoping to finde that 
fare that his hungry hart did wiſh, 

But this wꝛetched and accurſed Childe, hauing intelli⸗ 


gence of his Fathers e , cauſed the meate ow 
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taken from the kyꝛe, and pꝛiuilie tonueped the ſame into a 
ſecrete plate, leaſt the eyes of bis aged e ſhould, but be 
kedde with the üght ther eo, and haſtyly running to mate 
bis croked Father, in teeve of reuerent ſpeech , gaue him 
froward language, and foz honour to bis ſiluer heaires, 
obſtinatly ſhe wed him a frowning countenance. 

Which when the ſ&lie ſimple man perceiued, how fru- 
fkrate he was of his longed hope, diſſembling the matter, 
he pꝛeſentlie returned to his fozmer abode, whole ſozrows- 
full hart. J referre to the milde conũideration, of cuerie 
lenious and gentle Parent, that haue felt the diſccurtifie 
of ſuch baitards and vnnaturall ſlips: which degenerate 
from the vertue of their auncicnt rote, from whence they 
foke the ir oſt⸗ſpꝛing. 

Ste bere the naturc of a dunghill byꝛd once matched in 
alyance with the noble Eagle: beholde the nature of 
this Crabtree ſlippe, being once grafted into the daintie 
Pearetfree ſtocke. Marke well the nature of this carren 
Nite, being entred into ſocietie with the flying Faulcone, 
4 canſider the qualitie of this vpſtart Gentleman , matcht 
in aſfinytic with this new alyance : Set a Pegger on 
bozſcbacke and he will gallope , ſet a fole on a bench and 
he will knocke his heeles, make a Cobler a Courticr , and 
whomoze (cozncfull , make a Jauell a Gentleman, and 
who moze vildainefuli . This ycng youth , aduavnced to 
this ſtate, ſoꝛgot the place from whence he had his oꝛigi⸗ 
nall. diſdarning his Father, contemning bis Pother, and 
withbalding frem them ſuſtenance and reuerente, which 
bad giuen vnto him ſubſtaunce 4 eſſence. But beholde, the 
puyrſhment of God vppon diſobedience, how ſeuercly he 
reuenged this lacke ef carthlie duety , which by his woꝛd 
he bath commaunded, ard let it be a mp2ro2 to all vertu⸗ 
ous chyld2 cn, that they with / hold not from their aged pa⸗ 
rents, that lone and affection, which nature hath required: 
ou baggard ſonne, his Father BI cone, ——_

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the meate fo be laid againe to the fpꝛe, the which was no 


ſoner done, but ſuddainly a monſtrous ougbly Tode, vio⸗ 
lentip leaping vy and down the Chamber, appꝛoched the 
fire lde, and haſtily ſkipping vpon thys accurſed meate, 
cleaued ſo cloſe to the ſame , that fozce no2 ſtrength could 
beat the ſame away. The maide crying to her young ma⸗ 
ſer, with a ſh2tking voice, cauſed him quickly to difcerne 
the matter, who aſſaying by ſtripes to repulſe the ſame a- 
way, wzought (by Gods tuft iudgement)his own puniſh⸗ 
ment: fo this filthie Tode, contrarie to natures temeri⸗ 
tie , which hath taught the ſame to flie the ſight of man, 
with fozcible ſtrength, reverted from the meate, and re⸗ 
ſpꝛingyng from the ſame, leapt ſuddainlie into the face of 
this Loꝛʒdlie ſonne cleauing ſo faſt there vnto, that no art, 
noz counſel, no fo2ce, noz foztitude, could dzine the ſame 
from his accurfed fleſhe , but that ſticking tbus vnto hys 
face ( many peeres ) puniſhed the wickedneſle of this vn- 
gratious impe, that contrarie to lawe + nature diſdapned 
the duetie due to his withered Parents, But that which 
is moſt miraculous , when any man touched any parte of 
this hatfull monſter, oꝛ endenozed fo dziuc the ſame from 
of his face, the terroz of tozment ſo aſſaulted his hart,thaf 
it pinched the ſame with moſt vntollerable paine, 

Ehe fame of this wonder, was ſpzead thzoughont all 
the vttermoſt endes of Normandy , and Fraunce , the 
ftraungneſſe whereof ,/did amaze as many as car d the 
ſame, cauſing in many childꝛen ſome feare and duetie to 
they2 Parentes , and in many Fathers moze carefull re- 
gard of their Childzen. 

Pet as there igno offence ſo hapnous,but by confrition 
auoydeth Gods vengaunce, fo is there no ſinne ſo grꝶ⸗ 
nons,bat is pardoned by repentaunce, foꝛ though the fife 
of Gods waath, be often kindled againſt dur franſaveſſi- 
ons, yet the watrie eyes of ſubmilſyon , quencheth the 
conſuming coles — ag

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million, and ſo though this obſtinate ſonne had both offen- 


ded his earthly Father, and alſo incenſed his heauentie 


Creatoz,yet his mind melting in humilifie,p2ouoked the 
Lo2de to actuſtamable pittie, ſo that after long, patient, 


and ſafficient {ufferaunce.the Loꝛde ſent vnto hun ſpedy 


de lyueraunce. | 

Dꝛawe nere you dallying Daddes , that marre the 
mindes of pour Childꝛen, by acccſſine and ouermuch coc- 
kering:behold the iudgementes of God, that puniſheth 
vou in thoſe thinges that pou cheefely loue, becauſe you 
make them your Gods, who ought to be their guides,you 
adoze them like Saintes, which ſhould ſerne you lyke 
Sonnes,you let them run at libertie. which you ought to

Dauid,fo2 as much as he was to ſlacke in cozrecting his 
ahildꝛens abuſes, was therefoze plagued in their oppzeſſi- 
ons, how was be expulſed by Abſalon? Yow was be ſha- 
med in Amon: And to be ſhozt, Hely, foz his negligence in 
not cozrecting the offences of his Childzen, was puniſhed 
of God, ſo that in one day his ſonnes were llaine, he bzake 
bys necke, and his daughter in lawe foz ſozrowe thereof, 
trauailed with childe and dyed.

Boetius reciteth a Hiſteʒy of Lucretius , that was non- Boe. in lib, 


riſhed vp of his father without diſcipline and cozrection, 
untell mans fate, who conſuming his money at dice and 
barlottes , and being many times redeemed by his Fa- 
ther out of pꝛyſon, fell not witſtanding to ill company and 
converſation, till on a time being taken foz ſome great of- 
fence,andled vnto the gallowes, bis father folowing him 
be requeſted at the place of execution, that he might ſprak 
with bis father , 4 that be might but kiſſe him befoze his 
departure, and fapning the ſame, moſt ſhar pelp bit off his 
fathers noſe, ſaping: Father, iuſtlp by thy meanes doe J 
ſaffer this, foz hadeſt thou but coʒreded mie, I neuer had 
come to this miſer ie. 

Beholde here O fathers the fruite of llacke cozreaion, 
what fwoliſh pitt ie pzocureth in grateleſſe childꝛen, what 
little lacke of bice, and what great want of virtue, coz- 
ruption bath ſowne in the hartes of pour pounglinges, 


bzing not pour ſelues therefoze under the poake ot pour 
childzen, fo vou ſhall ſinde it a papnefull burthen. The 
Wiſe man ſapth, Truſt not to theyr life, nor regarde not 
theyr labours; Foꝛ common experience teacheth vs in 
tyeſc dapes, that the lone of Fatgers fo their childzen is

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verie (mall : we ſ& what care fathers haue over the fate 
of theyꝛ childꝛen, and what negligence childꝛen haue oner 
their Fathers: and therefo2e it maye be ſaide very well, 
that loue by nature doth deſcend, but not aſcend, it deſten⸗ 
det h from the Father to the Donne, but it aſcendeth not 
from the ſonne to the Father, wherein the loue of the fa- 
ther apeareth moze , and the loue of the cþilde leſle: but 
what is the cauſe , that the loue of the Father is moze ef- 
fectuall to the childe, then the childes god will to the Fa- 
ther? the reaſon is: Quia raiſlix citius putereſceret quamgue,

But ſomewhat to amplifie, as well the ductis of Chil- 
dꝛen, as tu qualifie the vaine affection of Parents. J wiſh 
all childꝛen, to pꝛint this paſſed patterne in their hartes, 
and to wzite the ſame in the table of their thoughts, that 
tber may learne thereby, to hononr theyz Parents. and fo 
cheriſh them in their latter yeres : The wiſe man ſaith,

Tob. 4. the bokecf Tobias: Honour thy Mother, all the daies of 
her liſe; ſor thou oughteſt to remember, what and howe 
great paines ſhe laffered for thee in her wombe . This 

| did the heathen man Ceriolanus remember, of whome 

Valet. in Valerius maketh mention, whoc being Conſull of Rome, 


lib. ap 4. and depzeſſed thereof, being dꝛiuen int o exile by the Ro- 


mames: went bnto the Volſeans, of whome being ſrenvly 
entertained, he was made the yꝛ Captaine againſt the 
Romaines : and after many Citttes taken. he appzoched 
vnto Nome, and tomming within a thoaſand peres ther» 
of , they ſent vnto hym Orators from the Senate, to ins 


treate of peace,but he would not hearethem: 3 
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ſent they2 Pꝛieſts with their enſignes adoꝛned, but he re⸗

a noble Paince of the Troyans, diſdapned notwithſtan⸗ 
ding ( at the ſubuerſton of the Cittie, wherein he might 
haue p2ated vpon a great ſubſtaunce)to carry bis aged fa- 
ther, whome (as he was / he counted his greateſt treaſure, 
vpon his ſhculders, and bearing him thꝛough the middeſt 
of bis enimies , from flaming fpꝛe and blody weapons, 
be trred: Tciſe nunt 6 Græci, nulla enim erit vobis glo- 
ria, fe decrepitum ſemem inte feceritis, mihi vero maxi- 
ma, ſi pur entem c hariſſamum liberauers : Spare nowe, O 
you Grecians, for no glorie ſhall you gette , if you kill a 
crooked olde creature, but vnto mee greate gone remay- 
neth,if I hal deliuer my deereſt Parent. Whole Chꝛiſtian 
example pꝛoceeding but from an Þcatheniſh bart :1fchils 
dzen ſollowe, they (hall obtayne the reward which God 
bath pꝛomiſed to the obſeruers of tbys commaundement, 
namelie, longe lyfe vppon earth, the which thcagh it be 

abzeulated in this liſe (os ſometime it happeneth by 
Gods appointment) ſhali be pzolongedand per⸗ 
fozmed in the true life euertaſting:in reſpea 
whereof this is but a death, and a contis 
nuall thꝛeatning the chaunge of 
our moztallitie.

as be that betaketh bimſelfe tothe tas, muſt abide the 
ſtozmes oz tempeſt : oz he that entereth warres ſuſtaine 
of life the danger, without reuerſion, till foꝛtune finiſhe 
their trouble in bzinging an happle ende to theyz taken 
enterpꝛiſe: Mo, who ſo attempteth marriage without ad⸗ 
uilſement, running raſhly vpon the rockes of their owne 
ruine,and entring the comberſom conflict of cares,where 
the gunſhot of calamitie ſhall batter their bzaynes , and 
the aſſaultes of ſozrowes ouer mailer their mindes, — 
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mult patiently beare the bꝛunt of their owne b2eeding, 
abiding the bitter blaſtes of vaquiet bꝛawling, till death 
make a deuiſton of their foꝛtunes, by diſioynting of they2 


bodyes,conglutinate together by the free conſent of their 
headdy minds: To þ auoyding therefoze of ſuch dangers, 
as may be the vnſauerie ſauce of the whole like, it beho⸗ 
neth ech wiſe man to enter the garden of diſcretion, there 
to picke out the pureſt hearbes of wiſedome, whiche may 
ſerue him as p2eſeruatines of knowledge, befoze chopſe to 
make right election, oz as plaiſters of remedy in chopſe to 
bcale the heart with contentation. 

And that example of right chooſing, might appeare vnto 
thoſe vnſkilfull in choſing, whoſe tender yecres:02 haſtie 
heades d2ineth foꝛ ward their poſting mindes, to experi- 
ence of marriage,befoze wiſedome haue taught the what 
it meaneth: J haue bziefly , though bluntly lapd a plat- 
fozme therof, in the conſequent that followeth vnto their 
open conſtruction, 

There was ſometime a riche man, ot great poſſeſſions, 
of large reaenewes and ample ſubſtance, hauing a ſonne, 
whole wiſedom ſurpaſſed his fathers wealth, whoſe rea⸗ 
ſon, bis riches and whoſe god gouernement, ys fathers 
bereditament:ſo that if the Father were foztunate in bis 
wealth, yet bis good happe ſucceeted in his heyꝛe, which 
moze ado2ned the life of his father by hys vertue, then 
the ſame was garniſhed by his treaſur, ſo that if þ ſonne 
were luckie by the inheritaunceof the Father, yet _ 
the father moze renowmed by the vertue of his ſonne : 
great contrarietie in the giftes of foztune , fozaſmnch 4 
where the comonly gineth welth, there ſhe withvzaweth 
wiſvome, where ſhe yteldeth viſually bewtie,there ſhe ſil⸗ 


dome placeth continencie , and where foz the moſt part, 


the lendeth trength, there many times ſhee withholdeth 

bumilitie, pet here it pleaſed her to beſtowe both the one 

and the other,as a large _—_— 1 ber beaucnly giftes. 
i 
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But as the vnchaſt minde is neuer ſatiſſied, noꝛ the dzie 
ground neuer ſuffiſed, ſo is the minde of the rich and co⸗ 
netous neuer contented, but that be dayly cotrineth how 
to increaſe his ſtocke plentifully, dow to marrie his chil⸗ 
dꝛen wealthily, and how fo aduaunce his kindzed richly, 
as this Father, that albeit his owne landes and ſubſtance 
were ſufficient, to the mapntenaunce of bis ſucce ſſiue 
beire, pet his muſing minde continvally compaſed, howe 
to accumulate and bcape vp riches fo2 his ſonne , by in⸗ 
ſinuating this b:anche of his bodp, into the ſtocke of ſome 
noble kindꝛed of affinitie, rather regarding the vallour 
of the pꝛeſence, then the vertues of the perſonage , moze 
eſteeming the wealth, then the wiſedom, the dow2y, then 
the deeds, the riches, then the renowne : 4 hauing eſpied 
a matche meete to his minde foz mucke, though not meas 
ſured at the mcatwand of wiſedome, foz womanhead, 
namely, the daughter of a rich knight, whoſe pulchzituds 
ſo pleaſant , wheſe bewtie vnblemiſht , whoſe feature 
well framed, but chicfly , whoſe dowzte dclightfull, bee 
thonght might content as well the fantafie of his ſonne, 
as it liked his conetous appetite : bꝛake therefoze vppon 
a tyme with his ſonne , as concerning the lame, laying 
firſt the bewtic of her bodie, as a baite to allure him, and 
afterward her treaſure, as a trap to traine him, 

But hee, whole wiſedome ouerweped his Fathers 
greedie will, conſidered that the ſwerteſt Cedar in ſmell, 
is bitter in ſent, that the fapꝛeſt fruite in foucte , is not 
the beſt in taſt, that the goovlieſt Dke in light,is not molk 
ſound and ſafe, noz the richeſt ſtate , cn ver tue chiefcft 
ſtayed. 

But that the Spider may lurke in the Roſe , the rof- 
ten wo2me in the fapze fraite , the Hinging Adder in the 
greene graſſe, andheapes of vice in high Cate, And 
therefoze diſcreetely anſwered dis Father, that as dve- 
tie did dziue him to eſteeme his good will , lo — 
| r 
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reuokt him from his vnſcemely choyſe, which his fancie 
grounded on vertue milked, fo2 that bee fawe not in ber 
ations, the tyinges that might dꝛaw his deere affections. 
And albeit ſhce were cudawed with tempoꝛall treaſure, 
toncoꝛdant to her coꝛ poꝛall be tie, pet vertue being a ha- 
bite of the hidden minde, appeared not in her crtcrnali 
deedes, the valure whereof, he eſtcemed aboue the maſſe 
of mou dꝛed muck,fo:aſmuch as it ſo far exceeded wealth, 
as the miude (urpaſcth the body, and as the luper iour 
element, the infcriour creature, 

But as the Pole, vnto whome the whole meddowe is 
ſcarcelie fuſficient, rooting vp euerie farrow of the field, 
to ſatiffie her greedie nature, ther in deſtroping the earth, 
hindering the owner of the ground, and little pꝛofiting 
ber ſelſe, except in contenting her waſtfuil minde. Do 
thigcouetous ſa her, not content with aboundance, hauing 
bis minde as much upon gathering money , as the Pole 
in root ing the meddowe, increaſing his riches peraduen⸗ 
ture by the decap of others, bauing no pꝛofite thereby, 
except in beholding the ſame, to ſuffſle his couetcus 
heart: was incenſed againſt his ſonne, in that he condil⸗ 
tended not, to the cancluſion of his chopſe whicbe hee had 
made, as much and moꝛe to the pleaſure of himſelfe, then 
the affection of his ſonne, conſidering he had determined 
the lame with the father of the maiden, the conſent of the 
virgin, but molt eſpecially, the agreement of ber dow2te, 
the quantitre whereof ſo tickled his hooꝛding heart, that 
vppon the cefuſall thereof, be caſt his ſonne out of his fa, 
uour, willing him to auoyd his ſight , with moſte bitter 
thꝛeates of his diſpleaſure, loſſe of his hereditaments,but 
chiefly, the lacke of his bleſſing, 

Pet this ſober pouth; giuing place to the paſſions of his 
Father, and ouercomming his anger with quiet ſuffe» 
rance, knewe that though the impatience of his Father, 
was foz a tune ſomewhat troubleſome , yet time might 
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both appeaſe the ſame,and y&ld better koꝛtune vnto him, 
that his fathers touetous minde did wiſh, 

He well remembzed that the herbe Scamone, although 
it be venemous, vet it purgeth cboller, though Soutbern- 
woode be vnſanozte, pet it cxpelleth venime, and though 
Re w be bitter, pet it cleanſeth the bzaine, cleareth the 
ſight, purgeth fleame , and bzingetb manie commodities 
to the body: Do thought be, that albeit the auopding of 
this match, and the abiding of this bꝛunt be bitter, yet fus 
ture pzofite, may repay the ſame with double pleaſare, 
and therfoze to auoyd the choller of his father, to diſſipate 
and make vopde the deuiſe of his bzaine,and to accommos 
date vnto himſelfe ſome better foztune,he fled the fight of 
dis aged Spꝛe. 

And tracing his tourney thꝛough many a wild wilder · 
neſſe, walking thꝛough bnknown wodes, bnconth pathes 
and wearie waycs 4 the Sunne withd2awing bys licht- 
ſome beames, and the night appꝛoching with bis duſkle 
clowdes, he declined into the houſe of an aged man, to reſt 
bimſelfe after his taken trauaile, 

And entring into the dozes thereof, be ſound the daugh⸗ 
fer of the olve man (beeing his onely childe) with lifted 
dandes, bended knees, and open mouth, peelding pzap(e 
vnto the Lozd, foz his great benefites beſtowed vpon ber, 
and making her pꝛapers bnfo him from the botfome of 
ber heart, to graunt her his grace fo live in his feare, to 
the renerence of her father , the diſcharge of her duetie, 
and the quiet contentatien of her owne conſcience, A 
woꝛthy pꝛeſident to fire befoze the face of all modeſt Pay- 
dens: ſhe was not heere occupyed, nepther in trimming 
ber head, in glaring in the glaſſe, in fingering ber Lute, 
in ſinging of Sonnets, in deviſing of Letters, in danſing 
with her Louers, no2 in ante ſuch lewde and vnſeemely 
paſtimes,but like a chaſte Airgin.a milde Paiden, and a 
good ch;iltian, was occupied in heauenly contemplation, 
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This pouth muſing at the rare ererciſe,and no leſſe abs + 


mir ing at the godly pzaiers,ſfepped vnto her with friends 
ty ſalutations,requeſting to knewe whether theſe dinine 
o2ations, were ber tontinuall ſtudte and frequentations, 
and conſidcring her pouerfie(which appeared in out ward 
ſhew) how and foz what cauſe ſhee ytelded ſuch thankes 
bato God,fo2 great receined benefites, 

Tbe Paiden mekely beholding him a while, although 
at firſt abaſhed with his ſuddaine ſight , yet atlaſt, thee 
wiſely and diſcreetelp framed bnto hym this aunſwere. 
Sir, I ſee you maruatle, that my pouertie ſhoulde not be 
an obſtacle to my pꝛapers, fozaſmuch as fo pour iudge⸗ 
ment, it conteineth few woꝛldly benefites : conſider with 
pour ſelf, that as a ſimple medicine, doth moze often care 
great diſeaſes, then large compoundes curiouſly framed: 
ſo pouertie, though in apparance ſimple , pet to a conten- 
ted minde,the verte ſchoolemaiſter of vertue, and the per- 
fect path vnto perpetuall pleaſure, moze excellent to the 
godly , then the gliſtring ſtate of golden riches, which 
though in outward appearance it ſeæme glozious, yet is it 
the boke of burtfnll ſecuritie , touered with the bayte or 
wozldly felicitie, a logge to vertuous life, a ſtop to quiet 
ſate,+ the very blacke, wherby wozlvtinges ſtumble into 
the pꝛicking periis of choking cares. And although Jam 
not indewed withabundance of wozldly treaſures, yet do 
Ithinke tbat the Lozd bath left vnto me great riches, in 
as much as he bath granted me the onely tompanie of mp 
aged ®y2e, vnto whom (as in youth)be ſhewed me lone, 
ſo in age Imap peeld good will, being vnto him in age a 
tate, that was to me in pouth a tape . And thinke you 
good Dy2(quoth ſhe) that J haue receined but ſmall bene- 
fites at the bands of God, who hath made me a reaſonable 
creature, that might haue made me a ſenceleſſe thing by 
nature, who bath giuen to me a ſoule, that migbt bane c6- 
ſtituted me only of a body: who hath made me a ch2iſtian, 
that might haue made me an infidel,red@ming me by bys 
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blood. that might haue periſhed in mine owne, « ſanctify- 
ing me by bis ſpirit, that might haue bien poſſeſſed by the 
enimie : Theſe cauſes conſidered, J doe twiſe enery day 
make my pꝛaiers vnto the Lon fo my ſoule, as J doe 
twiſe euer day feed my body, leaſt if J ſhould cheriſh my 
body, and not nouriſh my ſoule, the one might grow diſ⸗ 
dainfull,and the other ſinfull, and if J ſhould not thus re⸗ 
pay him with thankes, that hath fed me with benefites, 3 
might appeare moze vngratefull to him fo; his mercies, 
then he beneficiall foz mine vndeſeruinges, 

O mpꝛroꝛ of maidenhod, O glaſſe of true virginitie,© 
minde indued with modeſtie, O beart frauabt with true 
humilitie: St here vou gadding girles, p gape after euer y 
gaude, and pꝛeaſe after each peeuiſh paſtime, pon that can 
daunte with þ daintieſt, mile with the ſmootheft,x laugh 
with the lewdeſt, you that wander to weddings, thꝛuſt in 
at Theaters, t trip into Tauernes, vou 5̊ take moze care 
to tricke your bodies to the pleaſure of men, then to deck 
pour ſoules to the will of God, pou that had rather ſpend 
two houres at þ glaſſe, then a minute at the bible, taking 
moe delight to vie w pour faces, then to behold pour con- 
ſciences,rather bardning your beeles with danſing, then 
pour knees with pzaying. Behold þ exerciſe of this virgin 
note her life, follow her erample:begin in vertue, t end 
in the ſame, be not like a number of f&liſbe damſels that 
begin hotly, after a while are lukewarme, but in the end 
ftark cold:like to the monſter Chimera, whoſe vpper part 
was a Lion, whoſe midle a Gote , but her nether part a 
ſerpent. Be not like to the Jewes that bowed their knees 
vnto Ch2ift, and pet buffetted hint in the fate, nepther 
him þ pꝛaiſeth a man now, and pet ſlandereth him by and 
| by after:follow not the example of the vſurer, who'on the 
one llde pꝛaveth, 4 on the other ſive notwithanding ta- 
\ keth vſarie:but it you will be true pꝛaiers, 4 perſenerers 
in deed, follow this virgins example,plucke out the ruſtie 
| _—— your wound, befoze you pzoceede to take a 


plaiſter, 
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plaiſter , and purge your ſoules of cozruption , that von

But to returne to the ſequell of this Hiſtoꝛie The vong 
man bauing impꝛeſſed in his memoꝛie, the wiſe and ver⸗ 
tuous aunſwere of this rare and godly Uirgin, thought 
that time thꝛiſe happie, that be directed bis ſteps into the 
does of this olde man, and paſſing the time with her in 
common conference: found her wiſdome ſuch, and ber go⸗ 
uernment ſo godly,that his affections which befoze were 
bis owne, were now altenated, and eſtranged from hym 
ſo farre,as his whole delight was fixed howe to dzaw vn- 
fo him ber good liking , purpoſing not to paſſe anie fur- 
ther, till hee had made a triall of her good will: and al⸗ 
though the conſideration of her poverty, might ſomewhat 
diſconrage him from his pzetended choyſe, pet thought be 
that greater riches cauld not remaine in anie, then the 
true poſſeſſion of a vertucus minde,the which he found to 
be ſo abundantly placed in the bꝛeaſt of this yoong Pay- 
den, as he thought it as bard to finde her match, as to get 
a blacke wanne. 
By this ber father (who vſually after ſupper, walked 
ab2oad into the fiejves ) returned home, and finding a 
gueſt in his bouſe moze then he either knew oz expected, 
was not a little abaſhed, fozaſmuch as thzcugh the ſuſpi⸗ 
tion of his pouertie, his pe cottage was but ſmally fre- 
quented, yet being wiſe and well acquainted with ceur⸗ 
feſie , bad him welcome: vnto whome this poung man, 
after humble thankes foz bis good entertainment,reques 
ſted of bim that hee might but finde ſo much friendſhip at 
bis handes, as foz his money to tarrie and refreſhe him- 
ſelfe in his houſe, till bee were moze apt and able to paſſs

Good father (ſaith the yong man) foz ſo both your age 
and ſtate requireth, Jam not out of mp way, but rather 
in the ſame, £4 thziſe happy do J thinke my ſelfe, that foz- 
tune guided me into this path: þ name of this place 3 ne- 
ner knew, and therfoze haue J not foꝛgotten þ ſame, nep⸗ 
ther did J befoze euer trauaile this way, but X ſo bide 
mine vnknown tozny,in aſmuch as J am ignozant, whe- 
tber it will pleaſe pou to grant me abiding within the 
tompaſſe of your cottage, which if you doe, then is not my 
ioznep bnknowne , but at an end, fozaſmnch as ſince my 
arriuall at your houſe, J haue found þ place, which J hope 
foztune decrerd J ſhould atchieue.

ſo a ſimililtude of the heauens and elements like wiſe what 
a natural agreement there ſhould be among the fellowſhips 

of men, to the making vp of a politique bodie, knit together 

in the vnitie of mindes. 

A meruailous conco2d is there among the heauenlie bo# 
dics,fo2 as the w2iters of nature teach, it our aroſe eares 
conld heare their ſurpaſſing harnionie, wzought by theyꝛ e⸗ 
qual and oꝛderly motions, we ſhould finde their tunable me⸗ 
lodte farre aboue the ſwertneſſe of ame mixed muſtcke . No 
lee ought the vmutte of mens minds to be tuneable in ami⸗ 
tie, without anie iarre of diſſonãt diſco2>, becauſe they beare 
a linely fimititude of the heauens,in their terreſtrial bodies, 
foz as the heauen which they call (cl Empieum, contays 
neth and includeth within it the Angels + Saintes of God: 
ſo the bodie of man concludeth and ſhutteth in it the ſoule, 
and heauenly vertues, memozie, vnderſtanding, and will, 
— Wherefoze as in the heanenly creatures there is with men 

a plaine reſ#blance, ſo ought there among earthly creatures 
to be a heauenly repꝛelentation in agr ment nnn

As in the Firmament bee ſeuen Planettes and foure 
Clements,ſo in the head of man be ſeuen holes oz iſſues, and 
and in the bodte foure pꝛincipall members,

The ſtete as the centerie of the heauens and elementes, 
beare vp the waight of the bodie, and thus wee ſer what a fit 
ſimilitude there is betweene the greater woꝛld and the leſ⸗ 
ſer, betweene the ſuperiour creatures, and mans earthlie 
members. 

This conſent hath God left in nature betweene the hea⸗ 
uens with their elements, and cur humane members, that 
wee might learne what agreement ought to bee among our 
ſelues, that are tied together in a politique tate . Foz locke 
what ſimilitude is betweene theſe (waine, the like may bee 
and is in molt pointes betwerne the naturall bodie,and a cis 
uill pollicie, maintained in a well oꝛdered Citic,oz wile go⸗ 
uernment of a common wealth. 

Foz as the head is by nature placed in the top of the body, 
ſo ought the Pꝛince to haue the higheſt rome ouer all cau⸗ 
ſes in her common wealth and Country, being ſuperio2 and 
ſupꝛeame head of all others, not excepting Popes 02 they: 
: and as nature hath garded the heade with moſt 
of doth ſhe teach vs what defence we onght to 


peelde to our Querne, and howe to „ 
2 ALS mities. 
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mities. 
The heart being the place of vnderſtanding, and onclie 
ſeate of wiſcdame is incloſed and fenced about with the bo⸗ 


die, to inſkruc vs,y in our politique gouernment, wee ought 
ſtoutly alſo to countergard our nobles, counſaplours and ma⸗ 
giſtrates, from whome we recciue thꝛouqh their wiſedome, 
the peaceable ſtate of our happy pollicp, as the members re- 
teiue their life from the heart. 
The whole trunke of the bodie, may be compared to the 
fate of the bodie of the common wealth, vato which nature 
hath conioyned and combined two ſtrong members, the 
armes and handes, to helpe and defend both the head and it 
from all hurts and dangers, which declare th that this oaght 
to haue a ſtrong defence x ſuccour, foz that the ruine of tyis 
is the ouerthꝛow of all the reft, 

Che legges and fete as the lower and poꝛer ſoꝛt, though 
not indued with pollicie as the head, noz ſtoꝛed with vnder⸗ 
tan ding as the heart, noꝛ able to execute the function of the 
hands are pet furniſhed with greateſt ſtrength, becauſe they 
beare vp the whole maſſe and frame of the bo die, as alſo the 
other members therevnto pertaining : and teach vs thus 
much, that as they are onely indued with moſt might and 
naturall ſtrength, ſo they ouqht to be gouerned by the other 
members, who by their pollicte can rule, by their wiſedome 
direct, and their amlitie further the, in that they know not.) 
And to aid them alſo with their ſtrength agaynſt them that 
ſhall attempt the ruine of the whole ſtate. Where this ton · 
ſent remapneth, and naturall harmonie hath place, there as 
in the bodie, lo in a common wealth oꝛ Countric, if one bee 
iopłull, they all generallie reioyce, if one be (ozrowfull, they 
altogether lament, foꝛ as if the finger be hurt oꝛ grieued, the 
heart pꝛeſently fceleth pame. oꝛ when the head is troubled, 
the other members are diſquieted: fo in a common wealth 
there ought to be that vnitie, that the PPꝛinces top ſhould be 
the delight of his commons, and the commons grones ſhould 
bee the Pzinces grieſe, which Rn bee thanked,as 1 
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A combat of contrarieties. 
tuall amitie we inioy among vs. 

But as there 1s no body wherin are not ſome infirmities, 
ſo is there no common wealth wherein there are not ſome 
enimies: yet among all the eninues of a common wealth, 
there is none moze pernitious than the enuious tongue of 
falſe and lying Papiſts, who when they cannot by their opẽ 
pꝛadiſes pꝛeuaile to harme oz unpugne our happie gouern⸗ 
ment, go the about by falſe lying ſperches, not alone to lan- 
der our ſtate, ę to perſwade others to diſlike of our gouern⸗ 
ment, but alſo labour by ſurmiſing repoꝛtes and couloured 
lies, to ſtrike a terrour in the hearts ofthe common people, 
o2 elſe to make them diſlike of thoſe that are in authoꝛitie, 
whereby to ſteale awate they2 heartes from faithfull love 
and reuerence of thoſe, whome foz thevꝛ truſtie hearts and 
noble vertuous mindes , wee ought to eſteeme and ho- 
nour. 
Thus played the Tongue as vou haue heard, with the 
members of the bodie, in ſeducing them one to enuie 4 mas 
ligne another, thus would our Papiſts deale with vs, to let 
vs among our ſelues at variance, elpecially to bing vs in 
dilliking of our magiſtrates, but it ſhall be pꝛoſitable fo2 vs. 
I we take this oath with our ſeluts, which the youth of A- 
thens were wont to take , which foz the pithineſſe thereof 
and the ſtate of our time is fitly agreeing to our purpoſe, and 
that euerie one may know it therc by, to be inftkruged, a wil 
reco2d it as J haue found it witten. 

J will ſpeake no euil of theſe ware, but count them ſacred: 
J will not foꝛſake my Captaine to whome J ſhall bee ap⸗ 
pointed: q wil fight foz religion, and allo fo2 thole things we 
baue in common among vs, whether 3 be alone 02 in ccin- 
panie with others: wil not fozſake my Countrie,noz lcaue 
it in a woꝛſe ſtate , but in a better than J founde it, if J 


can. 

will euer obey my Pꝛinte and Pagiffrates,which are 
ad oꝛdayned over mic: will obey and yeld to the lawes, 
and whatſoeuer decrees ſet down by conlent 93

of the commons, Il ame goe about to bꝛeake theſe lawes of 
my Countrie,oz will not obey them, J will not yeeld to him, 
but will rcuenge him euen by my ſelfe, though J haue no 
companie oz helpe of others, theſe things to perfozme,J call 
the Gods to witnes. 
If wee haue as much care in keeping our vowe made 
in Bapfiſme, wherein wee pꝛomiſe to fight agaynſt all e⸗ 
nemies of our Religion, as the Athemans had in perfour⸗ 
ming theyꝛ Paganich oathe ./ If wee bee as duetifull in o⸗ 
beping our Pagiſtrates, whole authozitie is confirmed 
vnto vs out of the holte Scriptures , as they were care- 
full in honouring theirs, although the fo2ce thereof p2ocec- 
bed but from cuſtome and inſtina of nature If wee bee 
as readie to defende the Lawes of our Countrie , as 
they were willing to maintayne theyꝛs, there is no tray- 
toꝛous tongue of ante ſubtill lie Papiſte, which ſhall bee a- 
ble to diſturbe our ſtate, oꝛ empapꝛe our quiet gouernment, 
but that wee ſhall bee as ſafe from all theyꝛ conſpiracies, as 
the poung Stoꝛkes vnder the winges of they2 dammes , 
And rather than our aduerſaries ſhall hurt vs, if wee line 
together in vnitie, and agree in one heart and minde , fea⸗

knked in loue and tied together with infringeable faithful- 
neſſe,the toꝛds of which your concoꝛd ſhall be ſo hard fo2 the 
enemie to bꝛeake, as J hope they ſhall bzcake their heartes 


woulde goe about t 
(befoze they vnioynt pour handes)that goe about to 
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diſturbe your peace : but fo; becauſe J ſer, and you all do ge- 
nerally heare, what ſ&des of ſcdition are heere daily ſowen 
amongſt vs, and to be moze and moze dayly expected,as ſent 
ouer by pelting Pꝛieſts from that pedler þ Pope, that con- 
tumally vnloadeth his pack to make ſcme ſale with vs of his

Foz as touching 
concoꝛd, it is a certaine infringeable band and faſt tying to- 
gether of mens mindes in agreement of truth, the cauſe of 
which is that dinine loue, being a fire to burne vp the ſtub⸗ 
ble of diſſention a light to illuminate the mind with peace, 
the honte and ſweetneſſe of mans life a comfoztable wine fo 
cheriſh the heart, and the cherefull Sunne, that not onelie 
gladdeth enery eie to behold it, but that no2iſheth enerie one 
p retaynes it, From this as from a fountaine of happineſſe 
flowe infinite benefites to mans life , foz heereby are king⸗ 
domes maintapned, common weales gouerned , houſes and 
pꝛiuate families well oꝛdered, riches and treaſures increas 
ſed, health and long life pꝛolonged, and both the the foꝛaine 
and domeſticall enemie grieued. Jf J had W 
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as Zeuxes . — 
plugcuia, Appeltes in dzawing Venus, oꝛ Amuhus in toun⸗ 
terfaiting Minerua, J could then poztray fozth to your ſight 
the amiable face, t paſſing excellencie of contoꝛd, the ſwerte⸗ 
neſſe of whoſe countenance,though ſhe were naked without 
oꝛnaments. were able to allure you to perſiſt in encreaſe of 
pour friendly lone, and the maieſtie of her vertuous lakes 
enough to moue you to inward hatred againſt al diſſenfious 
enemics. But what ſhould J nerde ſo to doc, fo2 the pꝛeſent 
happineſle peu doe now and haue long felte, vnder the moſt 
vertucus Ladie of concozd and conſeruer of peace,your gras 
cious Queence, hath ſoꝛ theſe thirtie-yeeres made pou famous 
fo2 your gouernment, happie fq2 pour peace, a wonder to the 
woꝛld, and gauled pour enemies with enuie at pour ſtate, in 
which ſo leng as you contmue, it ſhall bee a bꝛaſen wal to de⸗ 
fend you, and a ſtrong foztreſſe to ſhꝛoude pou from all their 
Popiſh rage and tyꝛannie. Ageſilaus king ot the Lacedemo- 
iuans, being demande why the Citie Sparta where he was 
reſident, was not encloſed with walles, he wed his Citizens 
Armatos and Vnanimes ready armed to ſight, and all of one 
heart and minde , theſe (ſayth he) are the walles of Sparta, 
meaning that a Country oz common wealth cannot haue a- 
nic ſurer defence than the courage and conco2de of the Citi⸗ 
zens. 

Lycurgus thus anſwered his Citizens that ſent to know 
how they might repel the fo2ce of their enemies, if(faith he) 
you ſhall couer your riches by faining pouertie,and lay aſide 
contentions,entertaining concoꝛde. Knitting vp in a woꝛde 
that greate riches, and eſpecially diſcozde , are meanes to 
wozke the ruine and ouerth2owe of Countries.

ued in thought and caſte to be ſpoken, but not ſs ſone done, 
foz when the wad was to bee. hewed,the ſtones to bee ſqua⸗ 
red, the beds to be ſawed,and euerie other thing to be pꝛe⸗ 
pared, they ſawe then their Apilh counſel was fruſtrate and
